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In my 22 years as shooting editor of Outdoor Life and 
during a couple of years before that as a gun columnist 
for the same magazine I have used the Shooter's Bible 
more than any other reference book. If there is any- 
thing to be found out about guns the first and most 
logical place to look up the information is in the 
Shooter’s Bible. If the dope isn’t there, the poor gun 
editor is probably in for some hard work. The Shooter's 
Bible is and has been for more than a generation the 
most concentrated and the best digested package of 
gun and ammunition information in existence. 

But my acquaintance with Stoeger’s catalog goes back 
to the days before it was known as the Shooter’s Bible. 
I sent away for my first catalog back in 1925, when I 
was a gun-struck young man with the ink on a diploma 
from the University of Arkansas still wet. I had been 
going to college in the South, a long way from the deer 
hunting, and the turkey, quail, and dove shooting of 
my native Arizona. 

Quite unconsciously I started that year to prepare 
myself to be a gun editor. Two things the gun editor 
must do is to be able to write clearly and entertainingly 
and to have a fairly wide knowledge of guns and bal- 
listics. I was working and making what seemed to me 
at the time fairly good money. I was single, and as I 
was not well off enough to take some cute little lass out 
every night, I had a fair amount of time on my hands. 
I spent my lonely evenings in my furnished room writ- 
ing a novel and reading about guns. When I finished 
my novel, I put it away for six months. Then when it 
was good and cold I took it out and read it from be- 
ginning to end. I realized that it wasn’t much of a novel, 
but I also felt that I had learned a good deal about the 
technique of writing. 

I wish I still had the first Stoeger catalog I ever sent 
for: it was a thin blue pamphlet, nothing like the big, 
thick, information-crammed books of later years. But 
it contained descriptions, prices and pictures of many 
wonderful foreign guns and rifles—the fine line of big 
game rifles turned out by Mauser, for example; the 
classic Mannlicher-Schoenauer rifles and carbines. 

For a long time the Stoeger catalog used the familiar 
blue cover, but as the years went by the book got fatter 
and fatter, contained more and more information, grew 
more and more valuable as a reference volume. 

Looking over some of Stoeger’s pre-war catalogs is 
enough to make the gun nut break into sobs. One I have 
at hand is volume No. 26. It wasn’t the Shooter’s Bible 
yet. Instead, it was called the Stoeger’s Catalog and 
Handbook of Arms and Ammunition, American & Im- 
ported Gun Accessories and Repair Parts, Among other 
things it shows an excellent line of what it called “de 
luxe remodeling accessories”—ramp front sights with 
removable hoods, engraved grip caps, and steel butt- 
plates with traps ($7.50). In the same catalog a pair of 
Zeiss 8 x 30 “Deltrentis” binoculars listed for $85 and 
a Bausch & Lomb 8 x 380 listed for $82. This was the 
time when Bill Weaver’s first good scope, the 3—30 (not 
the 330) sold complete with grasshopper mount for $25. 
Stoeger also offered the wonderful little Zeiss Zeilklein 
2'4-x scope with a 22 mm. tube for $36. You could buy 
a Colt’s Woodsman for $32, a Colt New Service in fi 
whole flock of calibers for $34, and a Smith & Wesson 
Military & Police .38 Special for $33. 

The same catalog showed a complete line of British 
Webley revolvers, Mauser automatic pistols, Lugers 
single-shot target pistols, and all manner of goodies. No. 
26 still advertised the Model 95 Winchester lever action 


in .30/40, .303, and .35 and .405 Winchester for $43, and 
Winchester Model 54 rifles in .22 Hornet, .257, .270, .30/06, 
7 x 57, 7.65 mm., 9 x 57 mm., and .220 Swift for $59.75. 
If you find it hard to believe that Winchester ever 
chambered rifles for some of those odd calibers, just 
look it up in an early Stoegers! 

Remington still made the Model 8 automatic in .25, 
.30, .32, and .35 Remington calibers in those days. The 
price was $6. Now the Model 8 and all the cartridges 
except the .35 have passed into history. The Savage 
Model T, one of the cutest and best stocked little factory 
rifles that ever mowed down a deer cost $49.75. 

You could get a British Webley & Scott .375 Magnum 
on a magnum Mauser action through Stoeger for $275 
or a double ejector rifle of the same make for $600. A 
Magnum Mauser square bridge action cost you $100— 
and I doubt if Stoeger sold many of them as in those 
depression days $100 was a lot of scratch. On the other 
hand you could buy a .250/300 rifle on the little Mauser 
“K” or short action made by Mauser for $125. 

The shotgun section would throw any gun nut into a 
decline. A V.H.E. Parker was $140 and a D.H.E. $186.50, 
an A-1 Special $865, a field grade L.C. Smith with auto 
ejectors for $54. A Winchester Model 21 skeet gun with 
beavertail forend, single trigger, and automatic ejectors: 
was $127.95 and a standard grade Remington Model 32) 
with automatic ejectors and single trigger $116. Iver 


ipacs sold a very nice double barrel trap gun for, 
These old “bibles” are about the only source of infor- 
mation on prices and specifications of many guns made 
during the 1920’s and 1930’s. Individual gun catalogs 
have a way of getting lost or thrown away. There isn’t 
much that cannot be found in these old books. In 1959 
in Nairobi I picked up, in very good shape, a Jeffery 
double rifle in .400 Jeffery Nitro Express (.450/.400-3 
inch) caliber. At the gun store where I bought it, the 
salesman was pretty vague about the Model and the 
original price. I went to an old Stoeger. I found mine 
was the Model 3, ejector, which Stoeger sold back in the 
depression era for $530 laid down in New York, 
_There is a world of gun history, a world of informa- 
tion, and a world of nostalgia in these old Shooter’s 
Bibles. The American shooting public owes a real debt 
to Stoegers for republishing some of this material! |

STOEGER’S SPORT CROSS-BOWS 


With Bow and Arrows 


The Cross-bow as a shooting weapon originated from the older “bow and arrow’ and 
was principally used during the Middle Ages. The “‘snapper’’ customary during the 16th 
century, consisted of a lever for drawing, the visor which could be raised like a flap, the strain- 
ing-box with a hook, which was connected with the straining-lever and pulled the straining- 
box backwards as the lever was shut. One lever-lock was fit with a spring. At the end of 
the cross-bow a fork was applied, the two points of which were connected with a cord on 
which a small ball could be moved backwards and forward. This was used to make aiming 
possible. Arrows or bullets were used as ““ammunition.”” ‘The calibres varied as to sizes. 
The bow was drawn with the so called “‘bender,’’ but by using heavier constructed bows a 
special hand-winch was necessary or even tackles were applied, to execute shooting with 
the big cross-bows common on wagons and in towers, etc. The foot guards drew their 


cross-bows by means of a foot strap. 


The cross-bows were in use in France as early as in the 9th century and came to Ger- 
many during the | 2th century and developed since then into a large number of different 
constructions. Now A. F. Stoger, Inc., are introducing in the United States a new type, 


together with other modern cross-bows, called ““The New Model of 1924.’ The handle is 
made of nut-wood with pistol grip, covered with fish skin. Swiss butt-flap. The trigger is 


furnished with a screw for regulation; stretcher-lever and arrow. Then there is a set trigger 
and a new lock-construction for the spring. An extended arrow-flute makes a precision 
shot possible within 40 yards, and this must be considered an extremely good performance 
for a cross-bow. The drawing mechanism is loose, i. e. not directly connected with the cross- 
bow. The total weight of this sporting weapon including drawing mechanism and arrow is 


about six pounds. 


Shooting with cross-bow trains the eye just as well as any other sporting arm—so 


does the handling of it promote strength of body.

EUROPEAN FIREARMS OF TODAY 


By Alexander F. Stoeger 


Just as the conclusion of World War 
II ushered in a new era in world poli- 
tics, so also did it have a profound effect 
upon the pre-war centers of sporting 
firearms manufacture. des 

In Europe, there are seven traditional 
centers of this industry, Birmingham, 
England; Liege, Belgium; Suhl, Ger- 
many; St. Ettienne, France; Brescia, 
Italy; Ferlach, Austria; and Eibar, 
Spain. In each of these centers arms 
have been produced from medieval 
times back to the Arquebus and ancient 
armor. There was a reason for this 
too, because each of these towns at one 
time produced iron which was then prin- 
cipally in demand for weapons. Perhaps it is for this reason 
also that there is a striking geographical similarity be- 
tween most of them—except Birmingham—in that they are 
all located in rather remote mountainous territory and the 
art of gunsmithing has been the heritage of centuries. 

Prior to World War II, the most important factories were 
in Birmingham, Liege, and Suhl, with the others barely in 
the running. The German sporting arms industry at the end 
of 1939 was undoubtedly the most progressive in the world, 
while the Belgians turned out large quantities of good to 
very fine guns, and the English dropped further and further 
backward in quantity production, altho they produced cer- 
tain shot guns and double rifles which have never been ex- 
celled. Only Germany produced new types and special models 
such as the Krieghof Automatic High-Power rifle, the fa- 
mous J. P. Sauer and Merkel Brothers Over and Under and 
combination guns of all sorts, the little Jaeger Hornet Rifle, 
the various double action pistols of Walther, Mauser and 
Sauer, the Mauser 7.63 MM full automatic pistol, the 
championship .22 Cal. match pistols of Udo Anschuetz, and 
numerous others. 

The close of the war found Suhl in the hands of the 
Americans. After a very short occupation Suhl was turned 
over to the Russians, who proceeded to dismantle, then blow 
up various plants including Walther and Krieghof. Having 
done this, they transformed other plants such as J. P. Sauer, 
Haenel, Merkel, Simson, ete. into so called “peoples” fac- 
tories and continued to produce shotguns for export. The 
names of the factories were retained in the cases of Merkel 
and Simson but with the addition of the letters VEB which 
denotes that it is “owned by the people.” Sauer was changed 
to Fortuna Works. C. G. Haenel which will be remembered 
as the manufacturer of fine rifles, shotguns, automatie pis- 
tols and air guns was changed to Ernst Thaelmann Works, 
VEB. A few of the very small factories remain private but 
most of them were taken into the so called Gunmakers 
Guild. All these factories are under the control of one central 
sales agency. These factories still produce guns of excellent 
quality, but for obvious reasons few are exported to Amer- 
ica. The only factory producing small arms in Western 
Germany was Mauser in Oberndorf in the French sector. 
The French, after completely dismantling the factory and 
transporting the machinery, etc., to France, blew up the 
major part of the plant, and completely leveled it so that 
today there are a few scattered empty buildings and a few 
more which now house a textile factory, where formerly 
stood a factory a mile and a half long, producing 20,000 
rifles a day. 

A number of arms manufacturers from Suhl, including 
the Walthers, Krieghof, and Anschuetz were evacuated by 
the Americans the day before turning over Suhl to the 
Russians. These settled in Ulm in the American sector, and 
today form the kernel of a still embryonic new German 
sporting firearms industry. All production of automatic 
pistols, revolvers, and rifles is still strictly forbidden thus 
limiting production of such items as shotguns, blank pistols, 
and certain accessories. It is expected that when the new 
Peace Contract which, at this writing has not yet been 
signed, becomes valid that most of these restrictions will be 
dropped. Only then will there be a full resumption of pro- 


duction. It is interesting to note tha 
although the Germans have been al 
lowed to make certain metallic ammuni 
tion, they may not manufacture pow 
der which must be imported and_ th 
velocity of the various sporting caliber 
is not permitted to exceed certain limit 
thus eliminatine for the time being al 
high-velocity ammunition. 

During World War II. with the Ger 
mans on one border and the British a 
Gibraltar. the Spanish Arms Industry 
really hummed, with both belligerent 
competing for the supply which Spai 
sold to the highest bidder. As a resul 
of the high standards demanded, cou 
pled with the experience of producing hundreds of thousand: 
of pistols, the Spanish smal] arms industry attained nev 
high levels of quality and production, which post war con 
ditions permitted them to continue and increase. The dis 
appearance of German competition, because of allied restric 
tions, plus the elimination of Belgian competition due t 
skyrocketing Belgian prices. left the rejuvenated Italia 
industry as Spain’s only real competitor—and accounts fo: 
the present fine quality of Spanish Arms. 

The Italian Arms Industry, which. like the French, hac 
been mostly a domestic proposition before the war, grev 
substantially thru the war, and continued to grow there 
after. Today Italy has several large firearms factories, plu: 
three producing ammunition. One of the outstanding fea 
tures of present day liailian Arms Industry is the produc 
tion of fine shotguns particularly the automatic type. Thes 
guns embodied in the production of the amazing hghtweigh 
Franchi which is characterized by lght weight, gracefu 
lines, great precision. and durability. 

The little Carinthian Mountain Village of Ferlach in 
Southern Austria, which has always produced fine sporting 
arms of every description, but in limited quantities, is agan 
buzzing with activity since here, and only here, are producer 
the many combination guns etherwise produced almost ex 
clusively in Suhl. These are principally the well-known 
“Drilling” or three barrel gun. with two shotgun barrel: 
and a rifle barrel either above or—usually—below. Gun: 
are also made in practically every combination—two rifle 
barrels and one shotgun, three shotgun barrels, or th 
“Vierling” or four barrel gun which usually has two shotgm 
barrels, a .22 cal. thru the rib, and a deer caliber below. h 
addition to almost any combination, there may be had doubl 
rifles in all calibers, as well as specia! Mauser action rifles 
A feature of Ferlach guns is the beautiful engraving fo: 
which the local engravers are famous. In Ferlach is locatec 
one of the very few and perhaps the outstanding Gun En 
graving Schools of the world. Here both men and wome 
take a regular 4 year course in the subject. Since only thos 
with a natural artistic ability are accepted it will be under 
stood that the graduates are of unusual ability. 

In Belgium are innumerable small arms factories, som 
of which produce guns of highest quality, but always o 
conventional design. These manufacturers, because of th 
very high wage scale in Belgium. have been finding them 
selves more and more at a disadvantage over Italian anc 
Spanish Arms, due to the very much higher prices the: 
must demand. Liege, the center of the industry is also th 
home of the Ecole D’Armurerie De Liege (Liege Gunsmit] 
School) which was established in 1897 and has a specia 
Department of Engraving. This school produces some of th 
world’s best gunsmiths and engravers. 

Since the war, about the only Belgium guns being im 
ported are the Browning Automatics and over and unders, a 
well as the Mauser Action Rifles all made by the Fabriqu 
Nationale of Herestal near Liege. 

‘The situation in England has gone from bad to worss 
with English manufacturers making no real effort to ex 
port the few extremely expensive hand built guns which ma: 
still be had, if price is no object and one is willing to wai

a year or so for an individual piece—and does not insist 
upon too much variation from what the factory considers 
correct. 

Finland and Sweden also produce good guns, but in small 
quantities, at high cost, and without any special advantages 
oer characteristics. 

Switzerland produces an insignificant number of shotguns 
and also a limited number of match pistols and rifles, which 
while excellent, are the most expensive in the world. The 
fact that big game hunting in Switzerland is limited to 
single shot rifles sometimes referred to as Carpathian Rifles 
will explain the lack of Swiss repeating rifles. 

The restrictions on the German sporting arms industry 
will probably be dropped the latter part of 1954, and there 
will no doubt be much of interest to record in another year. 
J. G. Anschuetz plans on resumption of their fine prewar 
line of small bore rifles and match pistols while still others 
will offer high power rifles and automatic shotguns. Hein- 
rich Krieghof plans on his high-power automatic rifle next 
year, and already J. P. Sauer has moved into a new plant 
in northern Germany and is producing shotguns and drill- 
ings of top-notch quality with workers from Suhl. 

In Nuernberg, the world famous R. W. S. Ammunition 
Factory, which originated rustless primers and strong 


jacketed bullets is again producing in limited quantities 
under the new name of Dynamit A.G. Included are the 
original Brenneke rifled shotgun slugs. 

European guns have always been primarily produced for 
the European and Colonial markets, and the details of 
design and finish are usually sufficiently different from 
American ideas that the average unmodified European arm 
is unsuited for the American market. The secret of success 
in marketing a foreign arm is in recognizing the basic 
quality of a gun and then altering it superficially to comply 
with local requirements and to emphasize only those which 
have outstanding merit and are attractively priced. Because 
most importers have little knowledge of either fundamental 
arms quality and equally little of what the average Ameri- 
can wants, plus their efforts to buy at lowest prices, results 
in a rash of practically unsaleable guns and grief to the 
dealer. Only the most intimate knowledge of both the Euro- 
pean and American Types, Models, and requirements can 
result in really successful guns which give the ultimate user 
lifetime satisfaction and leave the dealer with the confidence 
of enthusiastic customers. 

Today the Stoeger Arms Corporation is again America’s 
Largest, Oldest, and most reliable importer of fine foreign 
sporting arms.

In each of the principal European 
sporting arms manufacturing countries there exist hundreds 
of makers, from shops employing two or three skilled work- 
men to factories employing thousands. In order to protect 


both the manufacturer and the public every arm must be 
thoroughly examined and proof tested at an official govern-

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THE DISCOVERY 


The origin of gun- 
powder, the only ex- 
plosive known until 
the middle of the 
nineteenth century, is 
uncertain. There is a 
theory that it was 
known in China many 
centuries before its 
first appearance in 
Europe, and that 
kuowledge of it grad- 
ually worked west- 
ward. Legend goes 
back to the time of 
Alexander the Great, 
who, it is asserted, 
refused to attack the 
Oxydracae, a race oc- 
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AND HISTORY OF 


cupying the country 
between the Hyphasis 
and the Ganges, be- 
cause they ‘‘lived 
under the protection of the gods and overthrew their 
enemies with thunder and lightning, which they shot 
forth from their walls.” 

Some authorities regard Greek Fire, rather exten- 
sively used in the defense of Constantinople in the 
seventh century, as a form of gunpowder, but it may 
have been merely an incendiary mixture, to which 
crude nitre was added to make it burn more fiercely. 
On the strength of passages in the works of Roger 
Bacon, an English monk who lived in tke thirteenth 
century, he is spoken of as the inventor of gunpowder. 
In his later works, “Opus Tertium,” “De Secretis,” 
and “Opus Magnus,” published about 1270, there is no 
doubt that he was acquainted with explosive mixtures 
of sulphur, charcoal, and nitre, the ingredients of 
gunpowder. 

Berthold Schwartz, a monk of Freiburg, in Ger- 
many, studied the writings of Bacon regarding ex- 
plosives, and manufactured gunpowder whilst. experi- 
menting. He has commonly been credited as the in- 
ventor, and at any rate the honour is due to him for 
making known some properties of gunpowder; its 
adoption in Central Europe quickly followed his an- 
nouncement, which is supposed to have taken place 
about 1320. It is probable the gunpowder was well 
known in Spain and Greece many years prior to its 
being used in Central and Northern Europe. 

The early uses of gunpowder, however, were con- 
fined to warfare, no use being made of it for sporting 
purposes for several hundred years. In the later years 
of the fourteenth century, frequent references to gun- 
powder are made in literature, often in a way which 
makes it evident that the properties of gunpowder 
as a propellant were well known to the majority of 
people. From Chaucer’s reference in “The House of 
Fame,” it is apparent that the “‘pillet’” which was fired 
out of the “gonne” by the explosion of the “pouder” 
was a single projectile. 

The manufacture of gunpowder was carried out 
originally by the very crude method of pounding the 
ingredients together by hand in mortars, but edge 
runners were introduced toward the end of the six- 
teenth century, which greatly facilitated the incorpo- 
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GUNPOWDER 


rating or milling 
process. During this 
century, the process 
of “corning” or “gran- 
ulating’ was intro- 
duced, whereby grains 
of standard size are 
assured. 

In manufacturing 
gunpowder, care is 
required in the selec- 
tion of material. The 
potassium nitrate, or 
nitre, should be chemi- 
eally pure. The sul- 
phur must contain no 
non - volatile matter, 
and must be free from 
sulphuric acid. The 
quantity of the pow- 
der depends cousider- 
ably on the quality of 
the charcoal, so that 
it is customary for powder mills to prepare their own. 

The composition of gunpowder varies widely with the 
different grades manufactured. Coarse grains are used 
for blasting, and fine grains for gunpowder. The com- 
position of French military powders remained the same 
from 1598 until the adoption of modern smokeless pow- 
ders, which developed from Schoenbein’s discovery of 
guncotton in 1846. From this, Vielle, a French chemist, 
invented smokeless powder, in 1886, which possesses 
the ability to burn without creating much smoke. 

Almost all sporting powder propellants today are 
smokeless powders. These can be divided into two 
classes, the dense powders and the bulk powders, both 
being used in rifle shooting and in shotguns. Though 
smokelessness is the characteristic of these powders, 
their superior power is a factor of prime importance, 
for, while black gunpowder imparts to the projectile 
an initial velocity of 1,700 feet a second, initial veloci- 
ties of over 3,000 foot seconds have been attained with 
smokeless powders. 

Another division of smokeless powders into types, 
is the nitroglycerin smokeless powders and the nitro- 
cellulose. Both nitroglycerin and nitrocellulose pow- 
ders consist of colloidal masses of gelatined nitro- 
cellulose which have been pressed into ribbons, cords, 
tubes, or sheets, these being frequently cut into flakes, 
when intended for use with small arms. 

Nitroglycerin was the discovery of Sobrero, an 
Italian chemist, in 1846, but nothing was done about 
it until Alfred Nobel recognized its possibilities for 
blasting. Later, he found it was possible to so mix and 
treat nitrocellulose dissolved in nitroglycerin, so that 
a hard colloid substance could be produced, and that 
this substance had all the properties which would 
make it desirable as a rifle propellant. This led to the 
production, in 1888, of ballistite, the first propellant 
of this class. 

Today, nitroglycerin powders are manufactured for 
use in both shotguns and rifles. They usually are re 
ferred to as double-base powders, possessing the ad- 
vantages of regular ballistics, and are less liable to 
produce back-flash than nitrocellulose powders. They 
have excellent keeping qualities.

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AN INTRODUCTION TO MUZZLE LOADERS 


By Judge Roy S. Tinney 


The guns of a century or more 
ago have allure peculiarly their 
own; they are the answer to a 
guncrank’s prayer. The old front- 
fed, loose-loaders stand for ro- 
mance, adventure and re-enacted 
history. They enable the shooter, 
with his own hands and a few 
simple tools, to evolve, produce 
and apply no end of useful gadgets 
for the fabricating of ammunition 
on the firing line, as-and-when 
needed. Our great-great-grand- 
sires were the original re-loaders, 
for ’twas then a case of reload or 
stop shooting. And it is the safest 
shooting known if one will strictly 
observe this simple rule: NEVER 
USE SMOKELESS POWDER. 
Always load the old guns with the 
propellent for which they were de- 
signed, black or semi-smokeless 
powder. It is a game where the 
human element plays a predomi- 
nant part. A carefully systematic 
loader can and frequently does de- 
feat a far better shot who is 
neither exact nor methodical while 
recharging his gun. Also, such fir- 
ing gives the marksman an under- 
standing of the basic principles of 
the science of ballistics he can ac- 
quire in no other way. 

While Rapid Fire is “out,” load- 
ing the old guns is not by any 
means the slow, laborious opera- 
tion most imagine. On the contrary 
the greased patch in which the 
ball is wrapt makes loading a 
pleasant ritual, it is done so easily 
the standard Slow Fire rule, “One 
minute per shot” can be calmly 
accepted. One afternoon I saw a 
friend fire 25 shots in 14 minutes 
with a duelling pistol without 
making the slightest effort to 
speed-up the proceeding. 

Another pleasant surprise is the 
way the old guns behave; the black 
powder recoil is merely a firm 
push, not at all like the bruising

HOW TO HANDLE AND SHOOT A FLINTLOCK 
THE POWDER CHARGE 


The black powder is stored in the powder horn. This horn 
Is supplied with an extra horn tip which is referred to as 
the “measure” or charger. 

In the flat end of this measure 
you will ream a hole which, 
when filled with black pow- 
der, will hold the exact charge 
for your particular gun. We 
are enclosing a table of 
charges for muzzle loading 
guns; merely select the gauge 
of your muzzle-loader in the 
left hand column and read 
the correct quantity of powder (in grains) in the next 
column. After you have measured this quantity of powder 
try to fit it in the hole of your measure. (A local druggist 
can help you by weighing the powder if you do not have the 
proper scale). If the powder charge does not fit in your 
measure merely ream the hole deeper until the powder fills 
it evenly at the brim. 


CASTING BULLETS 


To cast your round bullets you will need the mould, melt- 
ng pot, dipper, and bullet lead. 

The lead is melted in the pot until it flows freely. Then, with 
the dipper, pour the molten lead into the closed bullet mould 
until the mould is filled. Let it cool for a few seconds and 
then remove the finished bullet. Make as many bullets as 
you deem necessary. 

During the days of Daniel Boone the backwoodsman carried 
1 small leather pouch in which he stored his wadding and 
ead shot. This can also be used effectively by the modern 
muzzle loading hunters although they probably will have to 
make the pouch themselves as these pouches are not avail- 
able commercially. 


PATCHES 


[he accuracy of your shooting will depend a great deal on 
10w you patch your bullet. A patch usually consists of a 
rreased piece of linen or similar cloth. You can experiment 
with various thicknesses of rag cloth. The patch must be 
measured carefully. To do this merely center a piece of cloth 
yver the muzzle of your barrel and stretch it tight. Then, 
with one of your lead bullets, force the cloth into the barrel. 
When the bullet reaches a position just within the muzzle, 
ind is not protruding, cut off the excess cloth flush with the 
nuzzle of your gun. Pull out the bullet and patch and use 
his sample to make a quantity of patches. Grease each 
atch evenly before using them. A thin coating of grease 
will make it easier to get the ball into the barrel. The old 
imers used saliva as a lubricant for their patches.

HOW TO LOAD AND FIRE THE MUZZLE LOADER 


1. Be sure your Flintlock hammer is down before starting 
the loading procedure, and be sure the small hole from the 
flashpan to the barrel bore is clear of grease or debris. 


2. With the gun standing up and resting on the heel of the 
butt stock, measure your powder charge and pour the entire 
charge down the clean barrel of your gun. 


3. Center a lubricant patch over the muzzle of your gun and 
force one of your lead balls against the patch and into the 
barrel. With your ramrod firmly seat the ball and patch into 
the barrel against the powder charge. Do not use brute force 
when seating the ball as a deformed bullet is worthless and 
will prove inaccurate. 


This completes the loading operation. 


FIRING 


Before you can fire your muzzle loader you will have to fill 
your flashpan with a few grains of black powder. 

Finally, press the striking plate directly over the flashpan 
and “cock” the hammer. All that remains now is to put on 
your coonskin cap and pull the trigger.

GUN LOCKS 


MATCH LOCK 


The illustration shows a rather advanced sam- 
ple of the Match Lock which represents the 
earliest type of gun lock. The serpentine with the 
burning match is lowered by the trigger into the 
priming in the touch hole and the gun discharged. 


WHEEL LOCK 


Was invented in Germany in 1515. Its prin- 
cipal parts consist of a grooved steel wheel with 
serrated edge, motivated by a chain and spring. 
The wheel was wound up with a key and upon 
pressure on the trigger, the wheel was spinned 
against the pyrite, producing sparks and igniting 


the priming. 
FLINT LOCK 


Following the Wheel Lock came the Flint Lock, 
which was in general use through the beginning 
1 of the 19th century. The flint (f) in the ham- 
i i ip mer (e) strikes the battery (g) causing sparks, 
il ii ii CHMO©S) eA igniting the priming mixture in the flash pan 
SL ! (h).

PERCUSSION LOCK 
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THE SHOTGUN 


This article is written 
to assist the sportsman 
in the choice of a shot- 
eun to suit his needs. 
Space does not permit 
and it is not our purpose 
at this time, to go into 
lengthy technical details. 
We are sure however, 
that the novice and per- 
haps some others will 
find the following re- 
marks helpful. 

First of all, anyone 
starting out to purchase 
a shotgun after consult- 
ing his friends who may 
claim to be experts, will 
frequently find that each 
friend has opposite ideas 
regarding the specifica- 
tions and make, In spite 
of the advice of well 
meaning friends, one 
must decide for himself about the make, the specifications and 
the cost of the gun which will best suit his needs. It is not 
difficult for the beginner to choose the proper gun. ‘Three 
things must be considered; the amount to be spent, the kind 
of game which will be hunted and the specifications, which 
include the dimensions of the stock, length of barrel, choke 
of barrels, the weight, etc. We illustrate, describe 
and, price many shotguns, including the single 
barrel, double barrel, repeating slide action, auto- 
matic, over and under and the drilling models 
(the conventional single or double barrel shotgun 
with one or more rifle barrels). 

The next thing to be considered is the gauge, 
this means the inside diameter of the barrel tube. 
A glance at our ammunition pages will show shot- 
gun gauges from the newly popularized 3 inch 
410 gauge to the 10 gauge, shooting from %4 
ounces of shot to 15% ounces of shot. We consider 
the popular gauges to be 12, 16, 20 and the new 
3 inch .410 gauge. Those who wish a light weight 
sun should use a 20 or .410 gauge. Those who 
prefer a heavier gun shooting a powerful load, 
should choose a 12 gauge. It may be added that 
there are light and heavy shell loads available for each gauge. 
See ammunition pages. 

After the gauge has been decided upon, the next matter to 
take up is the length of barrels and kind of choke desired. 

Short barrels are desirable for brush shooting, also lightness 
and handiness. As the barrel length increases up to about 32 
inches, the velocity and consequently the power of the load are 
slightly increased because the powder has an opportunity for 
fuller combustion. For long range shooting a 30 inch or 
32 inch barrel should be chosen. 

The “choke” of a gun refers to the diameter of the barrel 
at the muzzle compared to diameter of the barrel tube. Where 
the diameter at the muzzle is the same as in the barrel tube, 
it is known as cylinder bore. If it is smaller, it is “choked” 
and the amount of this choke is termed, improved cylinder, 
modified or full choke. A cylinder bore barrel groups about 
45 per cent of its shot load in a 30 inch circle at 40 yards; 
2 full choke barrel groups about 75 to 80 per cent. It will 
be readily understood that the narrower muzzle bunches the shot 
more compactly in passing, and this compactness of the shot 
sroup gives it added range. 5 

In double barrel shotguns the first trigger usually fires the 
right hand barrel, the rear trigger the left barrel. For this 
reason the right barrel should always have the smaller amount 
of choke, the left barrel the greater, because the first shot is 
nsually shot at closer range whereas when the second shot is 
fired the game is usually further. Again, if small game is hit 
at close range with a full choke charge, it will likely be shot 
fo pieces and so full of lead as to make it useless for food pur- 
pose. An easy way to think of the effect of choke boring on 
the shot string, is to visualize the shot as coming out in funnel 


shape, the width of the funnel being reduced the greater the 
choke. This matter could be discussed at great length but for 
all practical purposes it is enough to say that guns are usually 
made with 26 inch barrels in cylinder or improved cylinder 
choke; 28 inch barrels are usually modified or full choke; 30 
inch barrels are usually made in modified or full choke. Of 
course on special order one may have any length of barrel 
from 26 inches to 32 inches bored to suit one’s requirements. 

For field shooting the usual choice is 26 inch barrels, cylinder 
or improved cylinder choke. Any gauge gun to these specifica- 
tions will be found suitable for rabbits, pheasants, quail, etc., 
shot within 20 to 35 yards. For game to be shot up to 45 
yards one should have improved cylinder and modified choke 
with a 28 inch barrel. For duck shooting one should have 
a 28 inch or 30 inch full choke shotgun, shooting two or more 
shots and use a powerful shell. ‘ 

We are frequently asked “What is the all around shotgun?” 
Our advice is that a 12 gauge shotgun, shooting two or more 
shots should have a barrel length of 28 inches, bored modified 
or full choke. With such a gun one may take game in the 
field using No. 8, 9 or 10 shot up to 40 yards. When it comes 
to shooting ducks or game where the range will be from 50 
to 75 yards, one can take a powerful load of No. 4, 5 or 6 
shot and kill ducks in some instances up to 75 yards. 

For extremely long ranges, one should use a shotgun with 
30 or 32 inch barrels and bored with what manufacturers call 
their long range boring. Using the most powerful shells avail- 
able in No, 4, 5 or 6 shot one can frequently kill ducks at 85 
yards. It should be remembered that the range of a shotgun 
is determined by the load of the shell, the size of shot, the 
length and choke of the barrel. State your require- 
ments and we shall be pleased to assist you in 
the choice of a shotgun. 

Shotgun stock dimensions will of course vary 
with the individual. It has however come to be 
accepted that a good shot can make a credible 
performance using a gun of our average stock 
dimensions which are: length of stock, 14 inches; 
drop at comb, 15g inches; drop at heel, 25¢ in- 
ches. Models will often vary an %-inch from 
the above drops and 44-inch more or less in the 
length of stock. Above all, a gun should feel 
‘natural’ and comfortable to the shooter. 

Shotguns may be had in most any price range. 
One may buy a cheap and also an expensive model 
and find that they each shoot about the same range. 
The more expensive models have more hand work 
and hand fitting throughout. Gun making is still an art and 
in the finer shotgun one will find better materials, finish, balance 
and beauty. Most sportsmen are particular about these mat- 
ters and demand a gun which will be a lasting pride 
and satisfaction. 

Of recent years the new game of “Skeet” has become increas- 
ingly popular. It is not only an exciting sport but it closely 
approximates shooting conditions in the field. It is an all 
vear sport which enables the shooter to improve his ability 
in the field. Skeet shotguns usually have barrel lengths of 
26 inches and are bored cylinder and improved cylinder. 
Although recently manufacturers have adopted a new boring 
for this game known as “Skeet Choke.” We list skeet guns, 
traps and other equipment. 

In shooting a shotgun it is well to remember that a natural 
and easy style should be acquired. Most of the best shots, 
shoot with both eyes open, They have become so accustomed 
to their gun that the aiming, 
leading and firing is instinctive. 
Shotgun shooting, as most sports, 
requires practice to become pro- 
ficient. Skeet shooting is par- 
ticularly recommended because it 
duplicates field shooting so closely 
and one may practice on the diffi- 
eult shots until one becomes ex- 

ert.

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GUNS OF THE PAST 


Our intention in this listing of 
ifles and shotguns which are “gone 
ut not forgotten” is to note some 
f those pieces which the average 
erson interested in firearms will 
ither remember directly from ex- 
erience or else likely have heard 
ibout from his or her grandfather, 
ather or favorite uncle. It is not 
vritten from the firearm antiquari- 
in’s point of view where exact in- 
ormation as to mechanical features 
r dates of introduction, quantities 
nade, to whom sold, etc., is most 
mportant. It may serve as a point 
ff departure for those considering 
1 detailed study of American guns, 
ut as I have remarked, it is meant 
nerely as a general listing of the 
nore popular, better known Ameri- 
an weapons which the sportsman 
f today may know or have heard 
omething about. I shall not list all 
uch guns and I hope that those 
eaders who find I have not men- 
ioned some favorite of theirs will 
ot feel too outraged. 


RIFLES 


Although we think today of Colt as 
olely a maker of pistols and re- 
olvers, in its early days this firm 
nade many rifles and shotguns. The 
irst rifles were really overgrown 
ercussion revolvers following the 
arly designs of Samuel Colt’s re- 
eating handguns. Through the 
rears there were changes and vari- 
tions; they begin in 1836 with the 
2atterson Colt Percussion Rifle and 
ro through the model 1855 of 1858. 
the Burgess-Colt Repeating Rifle 
f 1883 is thought. to be the only 
ever action rifle attempted by Colt. 
"hen followed the Lightning mod- 
ls with rim and center fire calibers 
f several types. The famous B.A.R. 
f our services (the Browning 
\utomatic Rifle) is also a Colt gun. 
‘imilarly the equally well known 
*hompson Sub-Machine Gun can be 
onsidered a Colt production. Some 
ouble barreled rifles were also 
nade by Colt particularly in caliber 
5/70. Although we realize the great 
nterest in Colt guns which is cur- 
ent today, we cannot go into this 
pecialty here because the models 
nd types are many and varied and 
eally accurate accounts of them are 
omewhat sketchy. One needs to be 
specialist in Colt guns to prop- 
rly discuss them. I have been told, 
ut cannot vouch for it, that many 
ears ago when Colt gave indica-

tions that they might seriously 
compete with Winchester in making 
rifles, Winchester made a_percus- 
sion revolver, a really good one, as 
a warning to Colt that if they per- 
sisted too far in the rifle field Win- 
chester would go into the handgun 
field in’ a big way. However, it’s 
believed that Winchester made only 
one single percussion revolver. It is 
now in Winchester’s own collection. 

The Sharps rifles, like the Colts, 
are also a numerous and varied 
breed and a full and complete dis- 
cussion of them is a job for a spe- 
cialist. These rifles began to ap- 
pear about 1849 and continued on 
through the early 1880’s. They 
were all single-shot and at first 
were loaded with a cartridge look- 
ing something like a small paper 
wrapped cylinder. This paper cart- 
ridge was fired by the hammer fall- 
ing upon a peculiar type of primer 
or cap. These early Sharps could also 
be loaded with loose powder and ball 
should the supply of the finest am- 
munition run out. They were said 
to have had a bad habit of spitting 
flame and burning powder through 
the small space between the breech 
end of the barrel and the sort of 
sliding block which “closed” the 
action. This was so with the paper 
cartridges because the “sliding 
block” had a sharp edge to shear 
off the powder end of the paper 
cartridge so as to expose the powder 
to the flame of the primer. Natu- 
rally the same flame-spurting could 
occur when loose powder was used. 
When metallic ammunition came 
along, with changes in the ignition 
system, this bad feature was done 
away with. The Company was first 
known as Sharps Rifle Mfg. Co., 
later as C. Sharps and Company, 
and later still as Sharps and Hop- 
kins. 

Winchester 1873 carbine and 
rifle appeared in 1873 and was offi- 
cially dropped in 1924. It had been 
preceded by the Winchester Model 
1866 repeating rifle with Kings 
Improvement (the system by which 
the tubular magazine was loaded 
through a part on the right side of 
this gun). The Model 1873 was seen 
in calibers 44, 38, 32 and .25 Win- 
chester Center Fire and was the 
first gun to really begin the world 
famous phrase “It’s a Winchester” ! 
It is also the model occasionally 
found marked “one of one thou- 
sand” indicating that such pieces 
were of exceptional quality and 
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worth as to accuracy. 
Winchester 1876, the Centennial 
Model, came next largely because 
veople wanted a rifle to handle the 
more powerful series of cartridges 
like the 45/70, etc. The 73 action 
was too short for these longer cart- 
ridges. The 76 model was discon- 
tinued in or about 1896 and is said 
to have been much used by the old 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police. 
_The Winchester 1879 or Hotch- 
kiss, at first a military piece and 
later a sporter, was a bolt action 
repeater with a tubular magazine 
in the butt stock. It was originally 
designed in France and as time 
passed was much modified and 
changed. 
Winchester Single Shot Rifles de- 
signed by John Browning were of 
heavy and light actions—chiefly 
barreled for rimmed cartridges. 
They were made all the way from 
22 Short Rimfire to 50 caliber, and 
even for the 30/06 rimless. Win- 
chester 1886: This was the first 
really strong and rugged lever ac- 
tion. It was made in many popular 
calibers of the day but was dropped 
in 1935. Today we see roughly the 
same gun but still more strongly 
made in the Model 71. The last price 
of the 86 model was $53.75. 
Winchester 1890: This may have 
been the first of the ever popular 
pump or slide action 22 caliber 
rifles. It was Browning designed 
and the last price was $22.80 in 
1936. The Model 06 succeeded it to 
be in turn followed by the current 
Model 62. 
Winchester 1892: This model was a 
descendant in purpose at least, of 
the 1873 for it too was designed for 
short cartridges of the 44 W.C.F. 
breed (44/40). It was obsoleted 
about 1936 but long prior to that 
had been succeeded by the 1894. 
Model 1894: This has been, for the 
last 60 odd years, and continues to 
be the most popular gun Winchester 
ever made. There were rifles and 
carbines in several calibers and it 
has become “The Deer Rifle.” This 
popularity prevailed chiefly because 
it was made in the beginning for 
the .30 Winchester Center Fire 
Cartridge known now as the 30/30, 
the first commercially available 
smokeless powder cartridge. Today 
the 94 is made only as a carbine in 
caliber 80/30 and 32 Winchester 
Special. Last price of the rifle was 
$43.75 in 19386. It is still a very 
popular “deer gun” though we per- 
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sonally think undeservedly so in 
this day and age when we have so 
many more really adequate and 
humane cartridges for deer hunt- 


ing. 

Winehester 1895: This was an ex- 
tremely strong lever action gun for 
really high velocity cartridges. It is 
the only lever action arm ever com- 
mercially made in caliber 30/06. 
Amongst its many calibers was 
7.62 m/m Russian made for the 
Czars about the time of World War 
I. Some of these rifles in military 
style returned home as “loot” taken 
from the Nazis during the last 
“official,” “declared” war. Last price 
of the 1895 was in 1936, $34.60. 
Winchester Lee-Navy. This rifle 
came out in 1895. It was a straight 
pull bolt action in a very novel cali- 
ber for the day 6 m/m or .236 inch. 
The cartridge, because of the lack 
of suitable powders, was years 
ahead of its time. Its semi rimmed 
case is the antecedent of that of the 
220 Swift. Modified versions of the 
6 m/m, called today .243 (for their 
groove diameter) are just about the 
most interesting “wild cats” being 
experimented with at present. 


Winchester 1903: This, one of the 
very earliest semi-automatic rifles, 
was designed by John Browning. 
It handled the special type 22 Win- 
chester Automatic Cartridge. Dis- 
continued in 1984, it is seen today 
in the Model 68. It was last priced 
at $29.90. 

Winchester Thumb Trigger Rifle. 
This was an odd little weapon also 
designed by John Browning. It was 
a single shot bolt action rifle in 
cal 22 Rim fire. In place of a trigger 
it had a sort of button behind the 
bolt which was simply pressed down 
to fire the gun. It was preceded 
in type by a similar piece in 1900. 
It was offered first in 1904, was 
never popular in this country, and 
was dropped in 1923. 

Winchester Self Loading Rifles. 
The basic Model 1905 was intro- 
duced in that year in calibers 35 
and 32 Winchester Self-Loading. 
Later, calibers 351 W.S.L. was 
brought out in Model 07 and in 
Model 10 in caliber 401 W.S.L. The 
last named Model sold for $70.30 
in 1936 and about then it was dis- 
continued. 

Winchester 53: Introduced in 
1924 it was a somewhat improved 
1892 for short cartridges. It was 
dropped in 1933 when it was priced 
at $38.35.. 

Winchester 55: This was an “im- 
proved” 1894 for the long car- 
tridges offered first in 1924, it 
passed out in 1934 and was last 
tagged at $41.75. 


Winchester 54; This is rather a 
noteworthy rifle as it is one of the 
very first commercially made bolt 
actions for the really steamed up 
cartridges which came into promi- 
nence along with the 30/06 among 
the sporting citizens after World 
War I. The .22 Hornet, 220 Swift 
and .270 Winchester calibers first 
became popular in this model. Sev- 
eral other calibers were put out 
during its life time, which was offi- 
cially from 1925 to 1936. Its last 
price was $59.75 and it has been 
superseded by the Model 70. 
Winchester Model 64: Introduced 
in 1933 and still available. This is 
an improvement over the Models 94 
and 55 particularly in the matter of 
the newer better steels put into it. 
It was offered first in the long 
calibers of the 30/30 type with 20 
or 24 inch barrels and in 1937 with 
a 26 inch barrel in the new car- 
tridge—219 Zipper. Today the Mod- 
el 64 is available only with a 24 inch 
barrel and in calibers 30/30 and 32 
Winchester Special. : 
Remington Rifles, since that day 
long ago in 1816 when young Eliph- 
alet Remington, of Ilion, New York, 
made his own rifle because he really 
could not afford to buy one, have 
since become as numerous as the 
sands of the desert. It is imprac- 
tical in an article of this scope to 
go into close detail about the early 
models, suffice it to note that there 
were many variations, that many 
were ffint lock conversions and that 
many were made in whole or in part 
in cooperation with the Govern- 
ment arsenals at Harper’s Ferry 
and Springfield. 

One of the earliest, really im- 
portant Remingtons was the im- 
proved model of 1866, a falling 
block action of which many varia- 
tions were made chiefly as military 
weapons for foreign, as well as 
United States, use. Another Rem- 
ington, the Creedmoor, introduced 
in 1873 and discontinued in 1890 
achieved great fame as a target rifle 
and was seen in calibers 44/90, 
44/100, and 44/105. The Reming- 
ton-Keene rifle was introduced in 
1880 and dropped in 1883. This was 
usually a sporting rifle and was a 
bolt action with tubular magazine. 
Because of a very weak locking 
mechanism this model did not last 
when smokeless powder, so much 
stronger than black, came on the 
scene. 

The Remington Hepburn Rifle #3 
was brought in about 1880 and dis- 
continued about 1907. It, too, had 
many variations and is today some- 
times seen rebarreled in 22 Hornet 
or a similar cartridge and used as a 
woodchuck rifle. 


The #5 Special High Power Rifle 
by Remington appears to be one o 
the last single shot rifles for truly 
high powered cartridges offered to 
the sporting public. Introduced in — 
1902 and discontinued in 1918 it 
followed the Remington-Rider roll- 
ing block design and likely was 
meant as a sportsman’s version of 
the revamped military Model 1897. 
The latter seemingly was about the 
last good single shot rifle offered 
seriously as a military weapon (ex- 
cept for one or two anti-tank rifles). _ 
The Remington Lee—This rifle 
and its variations cover the period 
from about 1880 to 1913. It was a 
bolt action repeating rifle fed from 
a detachable clip type magazine. It 
was of very good design and work- 
manship and still rates very well 
in principle, though, of course, it 
does not measure quite up to the 
Mauser action and its descendants. 
Remington Model 8. Here we 
have one of the very earliest suc- 
cessful and commercially available 
semi-automatic rifles. The design 
was by Browning and the calibers 
were 25, 30, 32 and 35 Remington. 
It came out in 1906 and was suc- 
ceeded by an improved version, the 
Model 81, which itself was discon- 
tinued in 1951. In this model the 
cal 300 Savage was offered and in 
its later years the 25, 30 and 32 
calibers were dropped. The last 
price for the 81 was $142.95 in~ 
1950. The Model 8 was last priced 
at $60.00 in 1936. 

Remington 12: In 1909 this slide 
action 22 rimfire rifle was presented 
in its basic form. About 1936 it was 
superseded by the Model 121 which 
is current today. The last price on 
the Model 12 standard is $21.40. 
Remington Model 14: This heay- 
ier caliber pump action rifle was the 
design of J. D. Peterson and ap- 
peared first in 1912. It was made 
up in cals 25, 30, 32 and 35 Rem- 
ington. A carbine type Model 1414 
was put out in 1912 also for the 
short calibers such as 44/40. Model 
141 succeeded the 14 in 1935, and 
was itself succeeded by the Model 
760, current today, in 1951. The 
Model 760 is similar to the Model 
141 only in that both are pump 
action rifles. Their design is vastly 
different. The Model 141 was last 
priced at $115.45, and the 14 at 
about $45.00. 

Remington Model 25. After a 
fashion this gun bridges a gap be- 
tween the Models 12 and 14 as it 
was chambered for the 25/20 and 
32/20 cartridges. Introduced in 
1923, it was dropped in 1936, the 
last price being $32.95. > 
Model 24 Remington: This is an- 
other gun of John Browning’s de- 
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ign and appears to have been the 
irst semi-automatic rifle to success- 
ully use ordinary 22 short or long 
ifle cartridges (not interchange- 
ble). It was also made in cal 22 
kemington Auto., a cartridge simi- 
ar to but not identical to the 22 
Vinchester Auto. The Model 24 was 
yrought out in 1922, and was suc- 
eeded, about 1935, by the Model 
‘41 which was later discontinued 
n 1951. The Model 241 was priced 
ast at $63.50. 

Remington Models 30 and 30S. 
These very fine bolt action rifles 
were the result of Remington hay- 
ng made “Enfield” rifles for the 
British in the early days of the first 
World War. The 30 series were 
made in many calibers including 
257 and 30/06. One of the best fea- 
tures was its easily manipulated 
safety on the right rear side of the 
action. This model was succeeded 
about 1940 by the Model 720. It 
was last quoted at $60.49. The suc- 
seeding Model 720 was truly an ex- 
sellent rifle. One of the best ever, 
it was very expensive to make and 
had to give way eventually to the 
Model 721-22. The last price of the 
720 was $106.00 in 1947. 

The Savage guns appear in the 
American sporting scene consider- 
ably later than the Remington and 
Winchester. The Model 99 brought 
out in 1899 is the widest known 
rifle of this brand and continues 
on today, little changed from its 
original design. Many different cal- 
ibers, grades and types were made 
through the years. Today it is put 
out in calibers 250/3000 and 300 
Savage only. 

The Model 1920 High Power Bolt 
Action rifle was brought out by 
Savage in 1920 and withdrawn in 
1928 due largely to high manufac- 
turing cost. It has the distinction 
of being the only small “Mauser” 
type action ever commercially made 
in the United States. The 250/3000 
and 300 Savage were its chamber- 
ings and it is still in demand today 
for rebarreling to varmint, usually 
wildcat, calibers. 

Savage Models 23A, B, C and D. 
Model 23A came out in 1923 cham- 
bered for the 22 long rifle and_was 
followed in line by B, C, and D in 
25/20, 82/20 and 22 Hornet, re- 
spectively. It was dropped in 1947. 
The last price being $57.95. ‘ 
Models 40 and 45 were bolt action 
rifles in calibers 250/3000, 300 Sav- 
age and 30/06. A somewhat unique 
feature was the removable box mag- 
azine. Brought out in 1928 and dis- 
continued in 1948 when the last 
price was $60.26 for the Model 40. 
The single shot Model 219 break- 
open rifles (shotgun style) were 


brought out in 1938 and taken off 
the production line in 1946. A varia- 
tion was one model which came with 
both a rifle and/or a shotgun bar- 
rel fitted to go on the same action. 
Rifle calibers were 25/20, 32/20, 
30/30 and 22 Hornet. The shotgun 
gaues were the usual standards. 
The last price for the M/219 rifle 
was $28.80. 

The Stevens guns of yesterday ex- 
cite, it seems, more sentimental 
interest today than any other make. 
This is likely so because Stevens 
made so many of what we might call 
“Little 22’s.” Vast numbers of coun- 
try and small town boys of long ago 
had a “Stevens .22.” The Little 
Scout and Favorite models were ex- 
tremely popular and many of us 
can recall today that we began our 
shooting careers with one of these. 
Among the author’s guns is a much 
loved Favorite single shot in caliber 
32 rim fire, a very good squirrel 
rifle. 

The Walnut Hill series was well 
thought of, too. Single shots, they 
were made chiefly in rimfire cali- 
bers and some low-pressure center 
fires. The #4414 action is occasion- 
ally seen today rebarreled to Hor- 
net. This type of rifle was discon- 
tinued about 1947 and was last 
priced at about $96.00. 

The Ballard rifles are somewhat in 
the same class as the Stevens ex- 
cept that they were usually found 
more among the well heeled citi- 
zens since they were very fine rifles. 
The Marlin people made most of 
the Ballards but there were others 
who either owned, or used the basic 
patents, strangely enough. The big 
series of Ballards began in the early 
1860’s and continued on into the 
90’s. There were sporters and target 
guns and today a perfect Ballard 
still commands a fancy price. 

The more important and popular 
Marlin rifles have not changed 
greatly since their early days. The 
Model 1889 is the first of these side 
ejection rifles in heavy caliber. The 
Model 1893 succeeded it and passed 
out in 1934 priced at $28.40. The 
Model 36 in 1936 came next to be 
itself succeeded in 1947 by the cur- 
rent 336 Series, now with a strong- 
er, simpler, round bolt action in 
place of the older square bolt. These 
side ejectors are a great boon to 
the person who is a left-handed 
shooter and who wants a lever ac- 
tion rifle with a scope on it. The 
Model 1892 was the same type of 
rifle in rim fire calibers. Today 
we see it as the 39A, with varia- 
tions, chambered for the 22 rim 
fires only. 

It becomes more apparent as the 
years go by that Charles Newton 
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was one of the more important per- 
sonages of the American gun world. 
He had great brilliance as an in- 
ventor and designer, but was very 
short in the know-how of general 
business practice. This shortcoming 
ultimately cost him his career. If 
alive today, with proper business 
guidance and having available the 
much more advanced gun powders, 
there is really no guessing as to 
what interesting guns and car- 
giees he might have brought for- 
ward, 


SHOTGUNS 


In the field of shotguns there were 
two notable happenings after the 
close of World War II. The first was 
a great slackening off of interest in 
double barreled, side-by-side guns 
on the part of the general public. 
The second was the almost complete 
disappearance from the market of 
good to high grade doubles from 
such old firms as Parker, Ithaca, 
and Fox. How much each one of 
these two trends affected one an- 
other is hard to estimate but today 
there is an apparent revival of in- 
terest in the side-by-sides and in 
their close relatives—the over and 
unders. However, guns of these 
types made by American manufac- 
turers with any pretensions to real 
class and finish, simply do not exist, 
with one exception and that comes 
at a price much too high for the 
average man. In the United States, 
the manufacturing costs of these 
two varieties of shotguns, with any 
sort of quality in them, are simply 
too high to make it sensible to put 
them on the market. Pump action 
and automatic shotguns are far 
cheaper to make really well. The 
fact that they offer up to five shots 
without reloading is also of great 
importance to sportsmen of today. 
With a choke controlling device in- 
stalled they become truly “all 
around” shotguns. Nevertheless, 
there are still many men who like, 
or would like to have a good dou- 
ble or over-and-under, and the Stoe- 
ger Arms Corporation has an ex- 
cellent and varied line of these to 
offer all the way from the lovely, 
slim-tubed 410 ga., to the big, ro- 
bust 10 ga. magnums. We will now 
list some of the more important 
American scatterguns, the manu- 
facture of which has been discon- 
tinued. 

Parker: This was the American 
Double, the classic, the standard 
by which all others were judged. 
Taken over by Remington, these 
guns were discontinued during the 
last war, and the last prices in 1945 
are as follows: The Trojan, $72.60 
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Guns of the Past 


1939); V.H.E. $140.25, G.H.E. 
$160.43 D.H.E. $196.76, C.H.E. 
$292.61, B.H.E. $393.51, A.H.E. 


$534.77, A.A.H.E. $756.75, and the 
A-1 Special $898.01. There were of 
course custom made guns at extra 
prices. Skeet guns were made in 
all grades except Trojan. 

The L. C. Smith line was taken over 
by Marlin in 1945 and this firm 
discontinued them in 1952. We shall 
first list the Smith with auto ejec- 
tors in 1943. Field Grade $80.70, 
Skeet Special $126.50, Ideal $102.20, 
Specialty $149.60, Olympic $119.35 
(1939), Crown Grade $315.50, Mon- 
ogram $639.65, and Premier Grade 
$832.00 (1939). Single barrel trap 
guns in grades from Olympic at 
$100.00 to De Luxe at $1,190.25 
were also offered. In 1951 when 
Smith guns went off the market this 
was the line up: Field $98.95, Ideal 
$137.15, Crown $514.45, Specialty 
$229.50, Premier Grade Skeet 
$250.45, and Olympic Single Barrel 
Trap $158.30. The average price 
for fitting any grade with auto- 
matic ejectors, if such were not 
standard equipment, was $26.50. 
Fox: The original Ansley H. Fox 
guns were taken over by the Sav- 
age Arms Co. in 1930 and from 
then on were made at Utica, New 
York, and now at Chicopee Falls, 
Mass. Today only one low priced 
gun, the Model B, is made by Say- 
age under the name of Fox. In 
1945, Fox guns were graded and 
priced as follows, with Automatic 
ejectors: Sterlingworth $84.75, 
Sterlingworth DeLuxe $89.00, Ster- 
lingworth Skeet and Upland $81.85, 
S.P.E. $105.95, A.G. $105.95 (1943 
Model B $34.50. Today the B is 
$75.50. ) 

Ithaca: Since World War II no 
Ithaca Double Guns have been made 
because of their high production 
costs, and only a few single barrel 
trap guns, mostly special order. 
These are the numbers 4, 5 and 7 
ejectors and the $2000.00 grade. In 
1944, the last year Ithaca doubles 
with automatic ejectors were of- 
fered, found them priced as follows: 
Field $77.25, #2 $92.00, #4 Ejector 
double $146.12. The Western Long 
Range Special, also an Ithaca gun, 
was then priced at $2.25. It too is 
gone. Likewise the LeFevers in 
their last years made by Ithaca, 
have passed away. In 1939 these 
grades were available: Nitro Spe- 
cial at $30.85, Grade A with Auto- 


matic ejectors $48.15, 6A Grade 
Skeet Model $64.65, Single Barrel 
Trap #3 $37.80, and the Long Range 
Single #2 $17.20. 

The firm of Iver Johnson once made 
some excellent double and single 
barrel shotguns. Today they make 
only a low priced but very good sin- 
gle, The Champion. In 1945 the line 
was about like this. The Skeet-er 
double with Auto ejector $66.40, 
Special Single Trap $20.50, Her- 
cules double with Auto ejectors 
$45.55, Super Double trap $54.35, 
Champion Single Barrel $12.05 
(now priced at $23.50). 

The Harrington and Richardson 
Company made an interesting line 
of single barrel shotguns up to the 
time of the Second World War. As 
well as the so-called standard gauges 
of today this firm made 24 ga. and 
32 ga. guns. Most all of their guns 
had automatic ejectors, came in 
light or heavy weights and could 
be had with barrels up to 36 inches. 
As of 1943 we find “H & R” guns 
graded and priced as follows: Fold- 
ing Single barrel $14.40, Heavy 
Breech Single #6 $11.00, Hammer- 
less Single #3 $14.50, Standard 
Light Weight #5 $14.50. 
Winchester never has gone in for 
shotguns to the extent that they 
have for rifles. Nevertheless most 
of these they have offered (with 
one exception) have been very good 
in their times and the Model 12 
is still the one by which to judge 
other pumps in what might be 
called the standard weights. Among 
the discontinued models we find: 
1887, a lever action in 12 and 10 
gauges some of which were made 
with Damascus. steel barrels and 
chambered for the old 254” 12 ga. 
shells. Model 1901 was in 10 ga. 
only. An auto loader Model 10 was 
last priced at $61.50 in 1924. 
Remington, also primarily a rifle 
concern, has not made very many 
models of shotguns, but all have 
been good, particularly the Model 
31, which many think was superior 
to the Model 12 Winchester. Fol- 
lowing is a list of discontinued 
Remington smooth bores: The Mod- 
el 1900, a double, was discontinued 
about 1910 and priced then at 
$30.50. The Model 31 was replaced 
in 1951 by the still current 870. 
The Model 31 was made in standard 
weights and also as a light weight 
with a dural-type receiver. It was 
last priced at $84.95. The Model 
32 was an over-and-under and held 
by many to be the best, if not the 
nicest looking, ever made anywhere. 
It was the first of this type made 
commercially in the United States 
and had its barrels fastened to- 


gether only at the breech and muz- 
zle ends, there being no connecting 
rib. This method of fastening the 
barrels prevents, to a very large 
extent, the ill effects of uneven 
metal expansion that the fired bar- 
rel has upon the unfired barrel. 
This ill effect is really trivial, and 
it should also be realized that fas- 
tening barrels at their two ends 
is a cheaper albeit sound method. 
The standard Model 32 was last 
priced in 1948 at about $211.70. 
It had an automatic ejector and 
could be furnished with either dou- 
ble or single triggers. The well- 
known Modell 11 with variations 
was brought out in 1911 and dis- 
continued about 1948. The last price 
was $94.00 and followed the basic 
Browning designs. 

During the last war the Savage 
Arms Company discontinued the 
Model 220 and 220P (with Poly- 
choke) which are hammerless sin- 
gle barrel shotguns. However, in 
the fall of 1953 the Model 220 came 
back, for which we were all thank- 
ful, as it is an excellent little gun 


. 


and hammerless—a feature one does” 


not find in other brands of this type 
today. The interchangeable rifle 
barrels for this gun (as noted in 
the rifle section of this article) 
have not come back as yet. Years 
ago there was available for the 
take-down Model 99 Savage rifle an 


auxiliary 410 ga. barrel chambered 


for the 21% inch shell. Shortly after 
World War II the Savage over-and- 
unders, Models 420 and 430, dropped 
from the offering and they were 
last priced at $35.00 and $40.00, 
respectively. 

In 1950 the Model 720 Autoloader 
was replaced with the #755 and 
#775 = (light-weight) Streamlined 
Automatics. The Model 720 was last 
quoted at $92.75. 

Marlin, always known chiefly as a 
rifle house, has and continues to 
make shotguns. It is said that a 
few lever action shotguns were 
made but it is difficult to trace 
these back. I have seen one Model 
36 lever action in 410 for the 214” 
case. It must be quite rare as many 
of the Marlin people did not know 
that they had ever made one. About 
1940 the Model 90 which we see 
today was made as an over-and- 
under combination gun. It was usu- 
ally a 410 shot barrel with either 
a 22 long rifle, 22 Hornet, or 218 
Bee barrel fastened to it along its 
full length. There were also a few 20 
ga. and 30/30 combinations made up 
in this model. These double purpose 
guns are very rare today. They 
were last priced at about $40.00. 
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_ This new, high-powered gas operated semi-automatic 
rifle, which shoots any high power rimless cartridge is 
the very first of this type commercially available any- 
where in the world. It is, moreover, held shorter and 
handier than any other repeating rifle and far lighter 
than a double rifle. The advantages of the Krieghoff

by the powder gases which are forced into the tube 
by means of a small opening in the barrel just before 
the muzzle and in this manner the breech is opened, 
the hammer cocked, and the empty cartridge ejected.

breech remains open. 

The lock is built so 
short that the distance 
from the base of the 
cartridge to the trig- 
ger is only 3”, (Com- 
pare this with the distance in other repeating rifles.) 
On the side next to the lock lies the cartridge magazine 
which holds three or four cartridges. If desired the 
rifle may be delivered with set trigger. The action may 
be removed without tools and the entire action mechan- 
ism may be taken apart likewise without tools. 

The safety lies forward in the trigger guard and 
effectively bolts the lock and trigger. 

The stock is so connected with barrel and action 
that it is practically impossible to break. A steel rod 
runs through the stock and is fastened under the butt 
plate. The rifle is regularly supplied with pistol grip 
and cheek piece, but on special order may be had to 
any required stock specifications. 

Whereas in the ordinary blow-back actions the veloc- 
ity and therewith the energy of the bullet is reduced, 
in a gas operated gun such as this in which the gases 
are utilized after the bullet has left the barrel, exactly 
the same ballistical results are attained as in a gun with 
fixed breech.

Weight. The genuine Mauser sporting rifle weighs about 71% lbs. (the models for the special:

The magazine may thus be replenished to its full capacity at any time 
and at a minimum expenditure of time and trouble.

The Rifle is constructed with spring locking, without complicated bolting. 
The opening of the locking spring is brought about instantly by the pressure of the powder gases on the breech 
end of the bore. During the movement for opening or closing, the locking slide moves in a direct line parallel to the 


axis of the bore. 


Its recoil compresses the recoil spring, the counter-pressure of which absorbs the recoil, which is finally stopped 
by the very strong and massive breech of the locking frame. It is, therefore, impossible for the locas slide to fly out 
backwards and injure the shooter. The comparatively heavy weight of the locking slide considerably reduces the strain 
on the recoil spring, and the breech of the locking frame. _It has a cylindrical plunger lock. 

When the lock is cocked, the shaft of the firing pin stands out from the back of the locking slide, replacing the 
indicator. 


_ A safety bolt at the right of the frame prevents the discharge of the rifle when loaded and cocked. 


If the rifle is put ‘‘safe’’ when unloaded and uncocked, the locking slide can not be drawn back, so that the 


uppermost cartridge in the magazine can not rise and slip into the barrel. 


The locking frame is fixed to the forepart of the rifle frame with a hinge, and tips forward when the lock is 


uncocked, by pressing aside the bolt on the left side of the frame to the right with the thumb. These two fittings 
facilitate the dismounting of the weapon for cleaning, no tool being necessary. 
The interchangeable magazine holds six cartridges. The Rifle is handy, with a weight of 5 lIbs., a length of 


the barrel 18 7-8 inches, a length over all 37 1-2 inches, and its balance is excellent. The stock is of selected walnut, 


and provided with pistol grip, and horn heel plate. 
The construction is simple, and the thorough finish of the parts which carry the greatest strain, together with 


the careful machine work, guarantees reliable working of the mechanism, and great durability of the rifle. 
It is a very accurate weapon, and its power of penetration is great. 


THE SIMULTANEOUS OPERATION OF THE LOCKING AND LOCK PARTS AT FIRING 


The recoil starts at the moment of firing; the pressure of the powder-gasses drives the projectile forward, and 
he locking slide is opened the moment the charge leaves the barrel. 
The recoil spring is compressed by the recoil of the locking slide; and the empty shell, whose bottom rim was 


ripped by the extractor at loading, is turned against the ejector, and thrown out at the top. 
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When the locking slide has got as fai back as possible it is pressed forward by the compressed recoil spring, 


the firing pin is held back by the trigger-hook, and the firing pin spring is compressed. 


The lock is also cocked, and the upper cartridge is pushed into the barrel at the same moment as the locking 


slide slips forward. 


The rifle is now loaded and cocked; the pulling of the trigger drops the trigger-hook; the firing pin is set free, 


and is driven by the firing pin spring on the primer of the cartridge, and the shot is fired. 


Its recoil sets the mechanism working again. 


MANIPULATION OF THE RIFLE 


To take out the magazine—To remove the magazine, press the catch at the back and draw it out. 


To fill the Magazine.—Take the magazine in the left hand, and with the right press the cartridge in from above, 


the projectile towards the round part of the magazine. 


To insert the Magazine—Push the magazine into the frame from underneath, with the round side to the front, 


until the catch snaps. 


To load and cock the Rifle—When the magazine is inserted, take the stock of the rifle in one hand, and with 
the thumb and first finger of the other draw the locking slide by its fluted cheeks as far back as possible, then let go. 


The shaft of the firing pin which projects from the back of the locking slide shows that the rifle is ready to fire. 


To put “‘safe” and “unsafe’’—To put the rifle “‘safe’’ twist the safety stud at the right of the frame downwards 


and backwards. To put it “‘unsafe’’ bring the stud to its former position. 


To unload—After removing the magazine, draw the locking slide back, as in loading and cocking; by this 


means the cartridge will be ejected \from the barrel. 


To dismantle and assemble the rifle-—Before dismantling, take out the magazine, and having made certain that 
there is no cartridge in the barrel, uncock the lock; press the bolt to the right, tip up the locking frame, and take the 
locking slide out of it. 


The barrel is now ready for cleaning. 


In dismantling the lock, raise the extractor until it slips out of the groove in the locking head piece, give the 
latter a half turn right or left, and draw it out; then take out the firing pin, the locking spring support, and last of all 
the firing pin spring. 


It is not necessary to remove the trigger mechanism, but this is easily done by loosening the pin in the 


locking frame, 


To assemble the rifle, reverse the directions for dismantling.

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REMODELING MILITARY RIFLES 


OR THE SAD LIFE OF A 98 MAUSER—WITH A HAPPY ENDING! 


; When it comes to remodeling military bolt-action rifles, the sky is the 
limit! A job can be done for almost nothing, or for several hundred dollars— 
it all depends on the tastes and requirements of the individual. 

The most desirable army rifles to rebuild are the Mauser Model 98, the 
Enfield, the Springfield and perhaps the Japanese Arisaka. Others, includ- 
ing some of the Krags (the Norwegian Krag is a dandy) are OK—but 
many of them are not worth the effort. 

Several years ago I hunted with a Model 98 Mauser which had a remodel- 
ing (?) job that cost me nothing more than a few minutes with a hand 
saw. I was almost laughed out of a couple of deer camps—but, how that 
gun would shoot! 

On the other hand I have remodeled military rifles that have more time 
and money invested in them than I can well afford! These beautiful arms 
are not only accurate to shoot, but the enjoyment and pleasure of owning 
and handling fine rifles is well worth the price. 

Let’s start with the rock bottom in remodeling—which is nothing more 
than getting rid of a little weight and making the rifle a little more handy 
to use in the game fields. My ‘‘dog fight’’ rifie, mentioned above, is a good 
(or maybe I should say bad) example. It was a carbine manufactured in 
1944 at the Mauser Works in Oberndorf, Germany, and the rough exterior 
finish was about as miserable as any that I have seen. This particular rifle 
had been proof fired at Aberdeen Proving Ground and: pronounced sound, 
or I would not have messed with it at all—as many of the Mausers manu- 
factured late in the war are real booby traps! 

First I removed the handguard and all surplus hardware, including the 
barrel band. Then I sawed off that portion of the forearm beyond the barrel 
band shoulder. Next I installed a sling swivel about 114” back of the saw 
cut and another about 2” from the toe of the buttstock, and strung on a 
sling strap. I had me an awful looking sporter, without much expense and 
very little effort. I might add that sportsmen who examined that mon- 
strosity either paled and shuddered or laughed themselves sick! 

As I mentioned before, this rifle was quite accurate—extremely so, with 
reduced loads and hand cast bullets—but it got to the point where I 
couldn’t stand to look at it—so, I decided to dress it up a bit. 

Before getting into the actual operations of remodeling I want to men- 
tion that all military bolt action rifles are somewhat similar and the efforts 
applied to my Mauser may be easily adapted to most of them—I will in- 
clude some slight variations that may be necessary. 

First I disassembled the gun onto its major components, then removed 
the trigger mechanism from the receiver and stripped the bolt. The begin- 
ner who is not completely familiar with the assembly of the rifle should 
take it down a part at a time and place the pieces in the proper order on 
a large piece of paper (or make sketches showing where the various parts 
belong) so that he can get the durned thing back together again! 

The next step, in case you want to do over a rifle, is to decide on the 
barrel length. If new sights are wanted, they should be ordered, mentioning 
the make and kind of rifle, as well as the barrel length. Instructions for 
mounting are forwarded with the sights. 

The origina) barrel length of my Mauser was 2314”, so I didn’t have to 
do any whacking off at the muzzle end. However, many military rifles 
have a comparatively long barrel, which is awkward for sporting use, and 
should be cut to 24”, which is the ideal length. For this purpose a hack- 
saw is used. The cut should be made as nearly square with the bore axis 
as possible. A file may be used to remove the saw marks and to make any 
corrections necessary to square up the muzzle, and to round off the out- 
side edge of the muzzle. The edge of the bore may be broken with a counter- 
sink. To give a good looking circular polish, lay a strip of abrasive on 
the muzzle and with the bail of the thumb turn it concentric with the bore. 
Chuck a muzzle-crowning ball in the hand drill, coat it and the muzzle with 
fine valve grinding compound or with water-mixed grinding compound. 
Place the ball on the end of the bore and grind it to get a sharp edge. 
[t is important to move the handle of the drill in a circular motion, as the 
ball spins, so that it will not score. This grinding makes a true edge and 
assures that the bullet will leave the gun without tipping! 

I wanted to install a Lyman 57 SME receiver sight and a ramp front 
sight on the Mauser, so it was necessary to remove the service sights. 
These babies were sweated on with soft solder and had to have a small 
amount of blow torch heat applied before they could be driven off. (On the 
Springfield the rear barrel sight is pinned horizontally at the front under- 
side of the sleeve, with the ends ground flush. The pin has to be driven 
out and the sight sleeve driven forward. The front sight is also pinned on.) 
(On the Enfield the ears of the rear sight must be removed in order to 
install a new receiver sight [Lyman, Redfield and Vaver all make excellent 
micrometer receiver sights for most remodeled military rifles]. The radius 
»f the receiver bridge [under the ears] must be ground to that of the re- 
ceiver ring [portion where the barrel screws in]. If you want to get rid of 
that pot-bellied shape of the magazine, the guard may be straightened. 
Carefully measure the distance between the screw holes and write down 
this measurement so you will not lose it. File off the top of the forward 
‘tang of the guard to a uniform thickness. Heat it red and straighten in a 
vise. Weld up the front screw hole and ‘redrill using your recorded 
measurement. ) 

The lathe marks on the barrel of my Mauser were so deep that they 
had the appearance of threads—so, I smoothed up the surface by draw 
filing. This is done by holding the file at each end and moving it sideways 
along the barrel surface with a steady pressure. This takes off fine ribbons 
sf steel and leaves very small flats, which are later polished round. 

I removed all tool marks and blemishes from the steel by use of a 
puffing wheel and various grits of abrasive (nos. 150, 240, 450 and 550) 
and then finish polished with no. 555. The polishing may be accomplished 
by hand with various grades of cloth (from 4% to 00) and finished with

crocus cloth. The secret of a good looking bluing job lies in a perfect 
job of polishing! 

A nuisance on all military rifles that are to be used as sporters, is the 
magazine follower which holds the bolt open when the gun is empty. Grind 
and polish the top of this follower on the rear upper edge to about a 
60 degree bevel so that the bolt clears the end and slips over it when being 
closed. Metal changes, according to your own ideas, give a rifle that much 
desired custom look. One such change that is well worth the effort is to 
file the trigger guard slightly narrower and taper it to the rear. ; 

Before the bluing job is started, all stock work should be completed. 

There is plenty of wood on most military stocks—but a lot of it is in 
the wrong place. These stocks may be remodeled to more pleasing and 
more practical lines. There’s even enough wood to carve out a shallow 
cheekpiece on many of them. However, the butt stock is too short for most 
shooters and the comb too low and too far back to be of much use—so, with 
the low price of semi-finished stock blanks, it’s much better to buy one and 
install it yourself! 

For my rifle I used a Peerless semi-finished stock of French walnut. It’ 
is a beautiful hard, close grain piece of wood that worked very well with 
sharp chisels. 

Although many beginners have an almost uncontrollable desire to finish 
the outside surface of a stock first—this chore definitely should be left ’til 
last! Inlet the trigger guard first. Coat all wood contacting surfaces of the 
piece with a very thin layer (I use a red sable artists brush, but an old 
tooth brush will do the job) of prussian blue or lampblack mixed with a 
non drying oil, and press the guard into place. Remove the guard and 
shave off al] stained spots (except at the sides of the mortise where wood 
should not be removed unless it wedges) with a sharp chisel. Continue 
spotting and shaving until the metal is sunk flush with the wood surface. 

With a 6” piece of flat wood and some fine grit garnet paper lightly 
smooth off the top of the stock at the barrel channel. 

Now for the receiver and barrel. Make or buy two guide pins for the 
front and rear guard screw holes in the receiver. These are steel rods about 
five inches long and 4” in diameter, which will thread firmly into the holes. 
(On the Springfield only one guide pin will be needed as the rear guard 
screw goes in at an angle.) Spot and shave as before (the pins act as a 
guide) until the receiver is in far enough for the barrel to rest on its 
channel. Mark the barrel contour lightly with a sharp scriber or penknife. 
Cut or rasp out the channel to nearly take the barrel. Spot and shave until 
the receiver and barrel will go into place with a little pressure and the 
receiver and guard make firm contact. The barrel should not quite contact 
the plastic forend tip, as recoil will bust it loose! 

The rear bearing surface of the recoil shoulder should be very snug 
against the wood back of it, and the flat surface on the bottom of the 
receiver back of this lug and the undersurface of the tang must be in 
complete contact with the wood. Also, the box magazine should be care- 
fully inletted so that the ends make full contact to help take the recoil. 

Take out about 1/32” just back of the receiver tang, for if perfect con- 
tact is made, the wood at this point will split out when the rifle is fired. 

With everything completely inletted into place, turn the guard screws 
up tight and take the rifle to the range and try it for accuracy. If you do 
not get the accuracy that you believe you should have—loosen the rear 
guard screw about a quarter turn and shoot again. If you still don’t get 
the accuracy the rifle gave with the military stock, take the rifle back to 
your shop and carefully shave out the barrel channel so that there is no 
contact between the wood and barrel (except at the channel lips) from a 
point just in front of the receiver to a point about three inches from the 
forend tip. This should do the job! 

Now reblue the rifle using Gunsmiths Bluer or Old Connecticut Gun 
Bluer. If you do not have a tank, the job can be done with S-75 Oxidizer 
or Tutchup Bluer. 

The real pleasure of remodeling comes last! That of putting the finish 
on the stock! Any changes that may be necessary for a proper fit to the 
individual, are made with a rasp. For instance, now is the time to work- 
over the cheekpiece until it is just right to bring the sights in position 
before the eye! 

With the stock worked down almost to final shape, the smoothing with 
garnet paper is started with about No. 2 grit, and worked down to the 
finest grit you can get—at least 00 and 000 is better. All sanding must be 
done with the grain or scratches will be made that are hard to removel 

When the wood is polished to a bone-like finish, wet it all over with a 
rag and warm water and hold over a hot stove so it will dry quickly. The 
stock will be rough, so sand it lightly with a new piece of fine grit paper. 
Repeat the wetting, drying and sanding until the surface remains smooth 
after wetting and drying. 

Walnut will darken to a certain extent, no matter what you do to it. 
If you have a fairly soft piece of wood and soak it with linseed oil it will 
eventually turn almost black! So, I would not recommend the use of 
straight linseed oil! 

I wanted my stock to remain fairly light in color, so I thinnedl spar 
varnish half and half and gave the wood a good soaking of this mixture, 
and then let it thoroughly dry. Next I sanded it with my finest grit paper 
and then warmed the stoek and a small portion of Stoeger Stock Wax, 
which I applied with a wool cloth. After it had cooled I gave it a good 
polishing. Since then, from time to time, I have rubbed in a small amount 
of the wax—and I have a very excellent and beautiful finish. 

If you want a darker stock, use Stoeger London Oil Finish—apply only 
a small portion at a time and rub well with a wool rag. Never put on 
another application until the previous one is thoroughly dry!—and I mean 
thoroughly! Four or five applications is enough—then keep in good condi- 
tion with the stock wax!

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HANDY NEW CARTRIDGES

Ordinarily, newly designed, commercially produced 
rtridges are few and far between. But lately, there has 
-en what amounts to a deluge. Nothing like it has been 
en since the very early days of self-contained cartridges, 
hen everyone with a drawing machine got in the act. 
or one reason or another each of these new brass cased 
sauties has a definite place in the shooting scheme. 
We have two fresh 6-mm cartridges, the .243 Winches- 
r and the .244 Remington, to whet the appetite cf long 
mge varmint shooters and hunters who walk the fields 
id maybe climb a mountain or two to get a far away 
ot at an elusive target in the varmint or medium weight 
g-game division. 
The new .358 Winchester was designed especially for 
¢ on medium and heavy game at fairly close ranges 
here good knock-down power is needed. It rounds out 
e Winchester family of cartridges based on the Govern- 
ent developed 7.62 NATO (7.62-mm) cartridge, brought 
it by Winchester in sporting form as the .308. The 
mily consists of the .243, .308, and 358. 
Our very latest cartridge is the heavy .458 Winchester 
lagnum, a cannon-like cartridge engineered for knock- 
g down ponderous African game, and keeping them 
ere. 
In the handgun department Remington has developed 
e .44 Magnum in conjunction with the new Smith & 
fesson .44 Magnum revolver. This is the world’s most 
»werful cartridge for the one-hand gun. It develops about 
fice the wallop of the .357 Magnum, which held the 
‘le for years. 
The 6-mm cartridges, mentioned above, were perfected 
r mass production after quite some groundwork was laid 
, individual experimenters throughout the country. The 
lets loaded in these new cartridges have good sectional 
msity—which means that they are long in proportion 
their diameter—and for this reason, as a result of 
tural physical laws, retain their velocities better than 
orter bullets. In other words, they carry up and give 
ter trajectory and buck the wind well for longer range 


shooting. 

Winchester loads the .243 with an 80-grain soft-point 
bullet at 3500 feet per second muzzle velocity for varmint 
work, and the 100-grain soft-point bullet at 3070 f.ps. 
for small and medium-size big game. Both bullets develop 
excellent energy, the 80-grain slug starts off with a muzzle 
energy of 2180 foot pounds and the 100-grain one with 
2090 foot pounds. As a comparison the 150-grain, .30-06 
bullet leaves the muzzle developing 2930 foot pounds of 
energy. 

The .244 Remington cartridge is based on the .257 
Roberts case and is being loaded with a 75-grain bullet 
having 3500 feet per second muzzle velocity—and a 90- 
grain bullet at 3200 f.p.s Energies are 2040 and 2050 
foot pounds respectively. As the figures indicate, these 
Winchester and Remington cartridges are quite similar 
from the ballistics standpoint. As a matter of fact, case 
capacities (and I mean level full) are about the same, 
with the Remington having a slight edge. Accuracy of 
both the Winchester and Remington cartridges is excel- 
lent, at least to 600 yards, which is the longest range that 
I have shot them on paper targets. 

High speed over long range means ultra-flat trajectory 
with properly designed bullets. These attributes put the 
deadly punch where it counts. That is the picture of the 
new 6-mm cartridges and they will become more and 
more popular among shooters as their desirable qualities 
become more evident in the field. 

Speaking of varmint cartridges, I have just examined 
the brand new Krico rifle action, which was especially 
designed for the .222 Remington cartridge. (See pages 
52 and 53.) This is the finest miniature Mauser type 
action that I have seen. Some of its outstanding features 
are: the solid, box-type magazine and trigger guard milled 
from a single forging; an improved double-set trigger; a 
husky Mauser-type extractor; and a heavier receiver ring. 
The receiver ring and bridge are dovetailed for easy scope 
mounting. This action should make-up into an excellent 
5-shot varmint rifle. 
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The .358 Winchester cartridge was designed for com- 
paratively short range use on thin-skin game. Reports, 
after the hunting season last fall, indicate that it is just 
about ideal for that purpose. 

The .358 is not quite a third more powerful than the 
.35 Remington as far as muzzle energy is concerned, and 
almost in the class of the .348 Winchester—with the 
added attraction of being available in lighter and handier 
rifles than the latter. 

Although I mention deer, the .358 actually is effective 
on heavier game and was designed for that purpose. Bal- 
listically it compares favorably with other time-tried 
American cartridges carrying large diameter bullets, but, 
of course, it does not touch the .375 H & H Magnum 
cartridge. 

What rifles are chambered for these new cartridges? 
The Model 722 Remington is being produced for the 
.244 Remington cartridges. The others (plus the .308 
Winchester) are available in Model 70 Winchester bolt 
action and Model 88 Winchester lever action rifles, in 
the Model 99-F (featherweight) rifle, and in the Mann- 
licher-Schoenauer. By the time that you read this, I 
understand that the Marlin Model 455 bolt action rifle 
also will be available in .243 Win., .244 Rem., .308 Win., 
and .358 calibers. 

With the trend toward lightweights for easier lugging, 
most of the above arms fall right in line. The Mannlicher- 
Schoenauer tips the scale at about 7 pounds. The Win- 
chester Model 88 and the Savage Model 99-F balance at 
about 61/2 pounds, with the Winchester Model 70 Feather- 
weight at about 634 pounds. At this writing, the weight 
of the new Marlin Model 455 has not been determined. 

The brand-spankin new .458 Winchester cartridge is 
the powerhouse of all American cartridges, designed espe- 
cially for heavy, thick-skin African game. The Winchester 
Model 70 rifle (Super Grade only) has been slightly 
modified to handle this monstrous cartridge. When I say 
monstrous, I mean huge from all standpoints. It is being 
loaded with a 500-grain full metal cased (steel jacketed) 
bullet and a 510-grain soft point bullet, both leaving the 
muzzle at 2125 feet per second. Energy developed at the 
muzzle in foot pounds is 5010 for the 500-grain slug and 
5110 for the 510-grain smasher. An idea of the tremen- 
dous bone crushing power of the bullets of this new car- 
tridge may be seen by comparing its ballistic figures with 
those of the .375 H & H Magnum, which long has been 
the most powerful cartridge production-line produced in 
the United States. The muzzle energies of the .375 are 
4500 foot pounds for the 270-grain bullet, and 4330 foot 
pounds for the 300-grain bullet. I am giving muzzle ener- 
gies because game usually is taken at very close range 
on charging dangerous game! 

Trajectory figures are impressive for such heavy bullets. 
At mid range, with the rifle sighted in for 100 yards, the 
bullets strike slightly over an inch high. Mid range tra- 
jectory for 200 yards is 5.1 inches. With the rifle sighted 
in 14% inches high at 50 yards, the bullet strikes the 
point of aim at 150 yards. Brother, that’s not bad at all! 
To carry things a bit further, for 300 yards the mid range 
trajectory is only about thirteen inches. 

Muzzle energies for these cannon balls held up very 
well. For instance, with 2950 foot pounds at 200 yards, 
the .458 develops 120 more foot pounds of energy than 
the .30-’06, 220-grain bullet does at the muzzle. 

How about recoil? Yep, as would be expected, the 
shooter knows darn well that he is shooting something 
when he touches off this baby. My test rifle weighs exactly 
91% pounds with carrying sling, which is standard equip- 
ment. That may seem a little on the light side for a rifle 
such a heavy load, but this Model 70 balances well and 
is quite fast in the handling department. I’ll settle for a 


little more recoil for these advantages. (Actually, in the 
field shooting big game, the average hunter does not feel 
recoil at all.) 

For off hand shooting, I find that the .458 is about like 
the .375 Magnum as far as recoil is concerned. I enjoy 
shooting the Big Bertha—although I must admit that it 
is not a gun to shoot too many times from prone or 
bench rest position. 

This new Winchester cartridge is proving itself on 
heavy game in Africa. It has made one-shot kills on ele- 
phant, buffalo, and rhino. Penetration has been terrific, 
and head shots that missed the brain on elephant, did 
the complete job. 

The new .44 Magnum cartridge and revolver represents 
just about the peak of power that can be safely obtained 
with a one-hand gun. It develops about twice the power 
of the .357 Magnum, the former most powerful revolver 
cartridge. Remington developed the cartridge and Smith 
& Wesson designed the original revolver for it. The Ruger 
Blackhawk revolver, at first chambered for the .357 Mag- 
num, also is being produced for the new cartridge. 

While experimenting with the .44 Magnum, I blasted 
a few cinder and cement block to bits, shot up and de 
stroyed an automobtile motor, and did a pine board 
penetration test. The damage was almost unbelievable,

the 240-grain, gas check, lead bullet at 1570 feet per 
second really does a job. It shot through ten 7-inch pine 
boards spaced one inch apart, and did about four times 
more damage to each individual board than the .357 
Magnum, which penetrated nine boards. The new car- 
tridge also shot through seven inches of solid pine, pulp- 
ne a channel that measured as much as an inch in diam- 
eter. 

One element that has become conspicuous by its ab- 
sence is the background or foundation for the .44 Magnum 
cartridge that was laid over a period of years by expo- 
nents of heavy handgun cartridges, especially by my old 
friend Elmer Keith. His has been a voice in the wilder- 
ness, which with the excitement of the new cartridge, has 
been almost completely lost. For many moons Elmer has 
experimented and developed heavy handgun loads, and 
constantly has cried for a revolver that would safely 
handle even more powerful cartridges. To my way of 
thinking, Keith deserves a great deal of credit for sowing 
the seed from which the new cartridge has grown. 

Be that as it may, the new .44 Magnum cartridge is 
the world’s champion heavyweight, and no doubt will 
hold the title for many a year! $@@

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HOW TO SIGHT YOUR RIFLE 


Once I knew a cynical gun 
smith who maintained that 
not one big game rifle in 10 
was well enough sighted in 
for the owner to hit a deer 
standing broadside at 200 
yards. Perhaps he was right; 
perhaps he was not. The fact 
remains that there are more 
misconceptions in circulation 
on the subject of properly 
sighting a rifle than on any : 
other phase of rifle lore. For every man who goes into the 
woods and hills for game each fall with his rifle properly 
sighted in there are a dozen who do not. 

Many a man assumes that his rifle is correctly sighted 
in at the factory and that he has no business monkeying 
with the work of a- professional. Actually, this factory rifle 
is sighted in only for the factory expert, only for the bullet 
weight and brand of ammunition he used. 

Ways of seeing the sights differ. Ways of holding a rifle 
differ. One man may habitually take a fine bead with open 
sights, another a coarse bead. One man may cant his rifle 
habitually, another not. One man may hold hard, another 
loosely. Difference in the way rifles group is most marked 
with open sights, least marked with a scope; but even with 
a scope the difference is often great. Not long ago I was 
shooting at 200 yards with a finely tuned up scope-sighted 
rifle. My group was centered in the bull. A friend shot the 
same rifle with identical ammunition and the same hold. His 
group was as small as mine, but 8 inches low. The rifle was 
correctly sighted for me, not for him. You are the only one 
who can correctly sight in your rifle for you. 

The first thing to remember, then, is that the man who is 
going to use the rifle should do the sighting in himself. The 
second thing to remember is that he should use the type of 
ammunition for sighting in that he is going to use in the 
field. Bullets of one weight and velocity may strike a foot 
at 100 yards away from where bullets of another weight 
will strike. A third thing to remember is that no bullet 
travels on a straight line. Instead the bullet travels in a 
curve and the farther it travels the more pronounced this 
curve. In a properly sighted rifle, the bullet rises to meet 
the line of sight at a relatively short distance from the 
muzzle, then it rises above it to the point of midrange 
trajectory, then curves down until it crosses the line of 
sight the second time. The rifle is said to be sighted in for 
the second distance—anywhere from 100 to 150 yards in 
the case of an iron-sighted rifle of the .30/30 class of 275 
yards in the case of a .270. 

Let us sup ose that you have a new rifle and wish to 
get it correctly sighted in. First the preliminary shooting 
should be done at the distance where you first want the 
rete eas nue ot sent In the case of an iron- 
sighted deer rifle with a velocity of i 
is at about 12% yards. If the 4 emimees cau gop Stel 
bullet strikes at point of 
aim at that distance, it will 
be about 2 inches high at 
100 yards, at point of aim 
the second time at 150 yards 
and about 2% inches low at 
175 yards. For all practical 
purposes then the owner of a 
rifle of the .30/30 class so 
sighted can hold dead on up 
to 175 yards and the bullet 
will not be more than 2% 
inches away from the point 
of aim anywhere. On the 
other hand, the man who 
sights in so the bullet strikes 
where he holds at 50 yards 
would find that his bullets 
struck about 7% inches low 
at 175 yards and he would

undershoot on the occasional 
long shots that come up even 
in wooded country. ; 

With a scope sighted rifle 
B witha velocity of around 3,000 
f.p.s., first shooting should be 
done at 25 yards and the 
scope adjusted so the bullet 
hits point of aim at that dis- 
tance. Then, in the case of a 
30/06 with the 150-gr. load, 
the bullet will strike 3 inches 
high at 100 yards and be at point of aim the second time at 
250 yards. So sighted such a rifle gives a point blank range 

f 275 yards. 
s So tees put a target up at the distance we first want the 
bullet to cross the line of sight. That done, we rest the rifle 
forward of the trigger guard on a bed roll or something else 
soft and fire two shots. They are close together but 2 inches 
low and 3 inches right. What can we do about it? . 

The best sights, both iron and scope, are adjustable in 
minutes of angle or fractions thereof. A “minute of angle 
has a value of 1 inch per 100 yards of range That would 
mean that the minute has a value of 2 inches at 200 yards, 
3 inches at 300 yards, etc. It also means that at 50 yards 
the minute has a value of % inch, at 25 yards % inch, and 
at 12% yards % inch. 

We have done our initial shooting at 25 yards, let us 
say, with a .30/06 equipped with a Lyman Alaskan scope. 
Windage and elevation dials are graduated in minutes of 
angle and we know that each click will change the point of 
impact %4 inch at 25 yards. We must therefore come “up” 
8 clicks and to the left 12 clicks. We do so, and we are on. 
It is wise to shoot at a longer distance, say at 100 and 200 
yards because a small error not noticed at short range will 
show up at longer range and also because one may see his 
sights a bit differently at longer ranges, particularly with 
iron sights. Further adjustment at longer range may or 
may not be necessary. 

Scopes and receiver sights currently .sold are graduated 
in %4, %, and 1 minute clicks. Manufacturer’s literature 
will tell you the value of gradations of your particular sight. 

The rifle with open sights is something else again and 
much more difficult to adjust properly. In fact the easy-to- 
adjust receiver sight will often pay for itself in cartridges 
saved in sighting in. 

With any sort of iron sights this rule should be remem- 
bered: The rear sight must be moved the way you want the 
bullet to move. If the bullet strikes low and to the left, the 
rear sight must be moved up and to the right to make the 
bullet strike up and to the right. The front sight must be 
moved exactly opposite. If the rifle shoots too high with the 
lowest adjustment of the rear sight, the front sight must be 
moved up, which means the point of impact of the bullet 
will move down. This can only be accomplished by fitting a 
higher front sight. 

If the rifle with open iron 
sights is shooting to the 
right, the rear sight should 
be tapped over in the slot to 
the left. The same effect 
(moving point of impact to 
the left) can be obtained by 
tapping the front sight to the 
right. If the rifle is shooting 
low, the rear sight can be 
elevated a step. If that makes 
the point of impact too high, 
there is nothing to do but file 
the step down. All of this is 
pretty much a hit and miss 
proposition. The easily ad- 
justable receiver sight quick- 
ly pays for itself in time, in 
energy and in ammunition 
saved in sighting in.

It is designed especially to give speed and accuracy in sighting and shooters will find its matted surface very helpful in fast 
shooting. Because of the construction of this rib, the expansion and contraction of the barrel, due to heat caused by frequent firing, 
cannot cause the rib to take a permanent set. ; 

The Trap stock being hand-made, any length or drop can be furnished without increase in price. Interchangeable Nickel Steel 
Barrels, full or modified choke, or cylinder bore, can be furnished in 12, 16, or 20 gauge.

The world’s finest pistol is made by a little company at 
Lensburg, Switzerland, which manufactures only 500 of 
its precision guns each year. It is, of course, the Hammerli 
free pistol, made by Hammerli & Co., which has dominated 
the past two Olympics shooting matches and the recent 
International Matches at Oslo as well. It is used by the 
pistol champions of over 39 countries. This is some record 
for a gun that has been manufactured only since 1942. 

A finished Hammerli pistol is really international in 
pedigree, though it is assembled in Switzerland. Its stock 
is Swiss walnut, its steel tempered in England, and the 
craftsmen who put it together are of German, Austrian, 
French and Swiss descent. The result of their efforts is a 
gun with practically a lifetime guarantee for each of its 
78 separate custom-made parts. 

Why is the Hammerli so good? A spokesman for Win- 
chester once said, “No other weapon can match the 
Hammerli for range work.” And Frank Parsons, Jr., team 
captain of the 1952 U. S. International and Olympic Team, 
lists some of the gun’s advantages. 

“It is the only free pistol produced in quantity which 
combines wonderfully fast action, long sight radius, a set 
trigger and accuracy of barrel. These factors,’ says 
Parsons, “make for the greatest known accuracy in a hand 
gun.” 


AMAZING GRIP AND TRIGGER 


One of the gun’s greatest assets is its amazing adjustable 
stock. The Hammerli stock helps support the hand which is 
aiming it because the grip fits palm and fingers perfectly. 
Skilled gunsmiths mold the stock to the contours of the 
individual owner’s hand, “You don’t hold a Hammerli; you 
wear it,” say men who know shooting irons best. Further- 
more, the Hammerli stock is legal, whereas some other 
custom-made stocks bolster the forearm above the wrist 
joint to a degree that the rules of sportsmanship forbid. 

Another secret of Hammerli accuracy is the precision 
hair trigger, so sensitive that a change in atmosphere will 
cause it to click off. Hammerli makes the lever adjustable 
so that it can be carried in safety for a harder pull—or 
adjusted to the thin edge of nothing. 

The factory will not sell a Hammerli until it scores 100 
points on a target when shot from a machine rest.

_ A very fine article by Wm. C. L. Thompson cover- 
ing this pistol in great detail appeared in the April. 
1953 issue of Modern Man magazine. Through the 
courtesy of the publishers we re-print excerpts 
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Harry Reeves, well-known pistol shooter, described his 
experiences with a free pistol in the April, 1951, issue of 
The American Rifleman. “It takes months of careful prac- 
tice to master the light hold and the delicate control neces- 
sary for the set trigger,’ he said. “Once mastered, it is 
a far better way of releasing an accurate shot. As long as 
I kept in practice I could call my shots on that two-inch 
ten ring and shoot scores considerably better in average 
than I could with my regular .22 pistol. I found that free 
pistol shooting and training improved my scores with all 
the other handguns.” 


HAMMERLI SETS RECORD 


In last year’s Olympic matches at Helsinki the Hammerli 
again showed of what it was made. An American Army 
sergeant, Huelet L. Benner, won the difficult free pistol 
event for this country, defeating 48 other contestants. 
Benner’s victory was the first time a U. S. marksman had 
won an Olympic free pistol competition since 1920, when 
Karl Frederick, a New York attorney who is now chairman 
of the U. S. Olympic Shooting Committee, won. 

Sergeant Benner’s winning score was 553 out of a 
possible 600. A round by round report of his performance 
with the Hammerli throughout a trial of six 10-shot strings 
was as follows: 88, 96, 94, 88, 98, 94 for a total of 553. 
The all-time Olympic record of 559 was fired by Ullman of 
Sweden at the Berlin matches in 1986—before the day of 
the Hammerli. 

Again with his Hammerli, Sergeant Benner set a new 
record for an American shooter in world competition at 
the International Matches at Oslo in 1952. On Sunday, 
July 18th, in the dramatic and forested setting of 
Lovenskiold Range, Sergeant Benner scored 555 in the free 
pistol match. 

The same team, incidentally, had the double assignment 
of trying to win both the International World Champion- 
ships and the Olympics in the same month. They all used 
Hammerlis in both events. 

The Hammerli was also a favorite with other Olympic 
shooters, among them the French, Russians, and Iragui. 
Frank Parsons, American team captain, says, “It would 
be accurate to call the Hammerli the most popular pistol 
at the 1952 free pistol event at Helsinki. It is also true 
that the Hammerli was the most popular pistol at the 
International Matches at Oslo.” 

Ordering a Hammerli is like getting measured for a suit.

The 
result is a weapon of such perfection that it is no wonder 
Frank Parsons calls it the world’s most accurate pistol. 
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MODERN MILITARY SIDEARMS

U.S. Rifle Ammunition 


The U.S. cartridge, ball, caliber .30, Model 1906, has been the cartridge 
used in small arms of rifle caliber, including several rifles and both light 
and medium-weight machine guns. In its original form, the Model 1906 
included a flat-based 150-grain bullet with a velocity of 2,650 feet per second 
and a breech pressure of about 50,000 pounds. This load was used in 

rid War I. ; 
We the 1920’s, the M-1 cartridge had a 172-grain bullet of a boat-tailed 
design and a velocity of 2,700 feet per second. Shortly before World War II, 
the M-2 load was issued. This had’ the original 150-grain, flat-based bullet, 
but the velocity was about 2,900 feet per second. This M-2 load was the one 
used in World War II. However, the original load, the M-1, and the M-2, 
are all referred to as caliber .30, Model 1906 cartridges. ; 

Hunters use various loads in rifles chambered for the .30-06 cartridge, 
varying from a 110-grain bullet with a velocity of 3,000 feet per second to 
a 220-grain bullet having a velocity of about 2,500 feet per second. Re- 
gardless of bullet weight and powder load, these are all rimless cartridges 
that faithfully follow in their design the .30-06 military cartridge. 


The U.S. Carbine 


Strictly speaking, a carbine is merely a short rifie. Shortly before World 
War II, the Ordnance Department of the U.S. Army co-operated with the 
Winchester Repeating Arms Co. in developing the U.S. Carbine. Originally, 
it was a 15-shot, semi-automatic, gas-operated weapon, using an inter- 
mediate gas-piston action of Winchester design, and a bolt similar to the 
one on the Garand rifle. It fired a straight-cased, .30-caliber cartridge, 
loaded with a 110-grain bullet and having a muzzle velocity of about 2,000 
feet per second. The weight of the carbine was less than five pounds. Inci- 
dentally, the cartridge for the Carbine is not interchangeable with the 
caliber .30, Model 1906 cartridge used with our rifles. 

In September, 1944, an ‘‘M-2’”? form of the Carbine was officially 
adopted. This version fired either full or semi-automatic, had a 30-round 
magazine, and was reasonably accurate up to about 300 yards. It was 
issued to special troops not normally provided with rifles and to officers up 
to the rank of Major, as a routine issue, although officers of higher rank 
could carry this arm if they wished. 

Bo Not Say ‘'.30-30'' Unless You Mean ''.30-30"'. 

The .30-30 Winchester cartridge is a rimmed, hunting cartridge for 
lever-action sporting rifles brought out in the 1890’s. The .30 Army car- 
tridge, also called the .30-40 cartridge, is correctly the caliber .30, Model 
1892 cartridge, which is a rimmed cartridge loaded with a 220-grain 
bullet and having a velocity of about 2,000 feet per second, designed for 
use with the Krag Rifle, carried by the U.S. Army from 1892 until the 
U.S. Rifle, caliber .30, Model of 1903 (‘Springfield’), came into general 
use by our armed forces. These two cartridges are not interchangeable 
with the .30-06 cartridge. 


The Model 1917 Rifle 


U.S. Rifle, caliber .30, Model 1917, sometimes called the ‘‘Enfield” be- 
cause it was an adaptation of the British 1914 Enfield made in America 
during World War I, is a Mauser-type, five-shot magazine rifle. It was offi- 
cially obsolete long before World War II began, but was used for training 
some of our forces until modern arms came into general production. To- 
day, we regard this as obsolete, but in an emergency it could be used to 
arm home-defense units. 


The U.S. Rifle, Caliber .30, Model 1903, ‘‘Springfield'’ 


The U.S. Rifle, Caliber .30, Model 1903, popularly called the “Springfield”, 
because it was principally made at the U.S. Arsenal at Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts, is a Mauser-type, five-shot rifle which has been the standard rifle 
of all our armed forces for more than forty years. A streamlined model 
was known as the Model 1903A3. During World War II, it was supposed 
to be replaced by the Garand Rifle, but it was still the ‘old reliable’. 
Snipers, especially, favored it, and they still prefer it to other types, 
especially when it is fitted with a telescopic sight. Today, it is far from 
obsolete in the minds of those who want a sturdy, dependable, accurate 
weapon. 


The Garand 


The United States Rifle, caliber .30, M-1, commonly called the ‘‘Garand”, 
in honor of the inventor, John C. Garand, was officially adopted by the 
U.S. Army in 1936. It is gas-operated, semi-automatic, obtaining gas from 
a port (hole) near the muzzle, loaded with an eight-shot clip which is 
ejected when all rounds have been fired, and intended to provide about 
three times as much fire power as the standard bolt-operated rifle. This 
weapon was never intended as a hunting arm. Personally, I believe that 
it has limitations as a military weapon and will be supplanted eventually 
_by a better rifle. 


Johnson Arms 


A Johnson semi-automatic, short-recoil rifle, using a 10-shot rotary mag- 
azine, or loaded with standard 5-shot Springfield clips, was carried by 
certain special troops in World War II, especially Marine Corps parachute 
and raider units, but is not generally considered suitable for future use in 
its present form. 

The Johnson light machine gun was fired either from the shoulder or 
from a light bipod, hence it is not a side arm in the strict sense of the 
term, but it can be classed as a shoulder weapon and is therefore men- 
tioned here. It weighed twelve and one-half pounds, could be fired either 
full automatic or semi-automatic, and was loaded from the left with a 
20-shot magazine. Like the other Johnson weapon, this one is not regarded 
as an arm for future use. However, these Johnson arms do have novel 
features and it is quite possible that weapons of Johnson design may 
emerge as side arms of future wars. 


The Submachine Gun 


In Nicaragua, in 1927, I was the Reconnaissance Officer of the 77th Ma- 
chine Gun Company, Second Battalion, Fifth Regiment, U.S. Marine Corps 
Expeditionary Force. When a peace treaty was signed between the warring 
native factions, I had charge of receiving weapons from the disbanded 
armies. In carrying out this duty, I took Thompson submachine guns from 
native soldiers. These were the first that I ever saw. Later, the marines 
were armed with this weapon for patrol duty, but it is interesting that 
Nicaraguan rebel troops had it before the Nicaraguan regular army and 
before the gun was issued to the armed forces of the United States. 

The submachine gun fires the same ammunition as the U.S. Automatic 
Pistol, caliber .45, Model 1911 (Colt), (which, of course, is only semi- 
automatic, and not full automatic as the name indicates). The subma- 
chine gun weighs about ten pounds and uses various types and sizes of 
magazines, including the early 50-shot drum and the 20-shot and 30-shot 
box-type magazines. The bolt is cocked open and then the gun is fired 
either semi-automatic or full automatic, determined by the position of a 
small contro] lever. This gun was used in World War II for short-range, 
rapid fire by paratroops, raiders, rangers, commandos, and other special 
troops. It is by no means obsolete and can be regarded as a military side- 
arm of continuing value. 

Harrington & Richardson Arms Company manufactured the Reising 
submachine gun in various models. Although most submachine guns fire 
from an open-bolt position, the Reising fires both full and semi-automatic 
from a closed bolt position. This weapon was used by United States 
Marines early in World War II, but it is not now regarded as a weapon 
for extensive use in the future. 

Weight is always an important factor in designing a gun for special 
troops. During World War II, the Ordnance Department of the U.S. Army 
produced a simplified Thompson submachine gun as M-2, but before it 
became a production item it was supplanted by M-3, a folding model 
weighing about nine pounds that can be reduced to a load less than one 
foot long by removing the barrel and sliding inward an extension stock. 
It fires full automatic and was designed for dropping by parachute to 
“underground” forces in enemy countries, use by paratroopers, and by 
other services where weight is important. 


Pistols 


The standard pistol of all armed forces of the United States for forty 
years has been the U.S. Pistol, caliber .45, Model 1911, the famous Colt 
‘Automatic’’. The magazine carries seven rounds but an eighth round can 
be loaded in addition to the magazine, hence it is properly an 8-shot 
weapon. Today, it is available in a light-weight model designed for use by 
paratroopers and other special troops. This weapon’ probably will be 
standard for years to come, in one form or another. 


Revolvers 


In World War I, the U.S. Revolver, caliber -45, Model 1917, was manu- 
factured by both Colt and Smith & Wesson. It used the same cartridge as 
the Model 1911 Pistol, but cartridges had to be loaded in crescent-moon- 
oe ous ae held hess cartridges each.

by both Colt and Smith & Wesson chambered for the .38 Special cartes, 
This cartridge was available in various forms, including a tracer load that 
could be used for summoning help or signaling. 


Conclusion

greater rapidity of fire. New rifles and pistols are Sein even — 
ticularly semi-automatic rifles, and there are experiments in the d gn 
of smaller cartridges. However, the ideal situation is one where all weapons 
of all allies in the same war use the same cartridges. Furthermore, when 
bullets are made smaller and lighter, their shocking/or killing power is 
reduced. In a somewhat similar line of thought, if weapons are made 
lighter, shooters feel the recoil more and must hold more carefully to hit 
the target. In all scientific improvements, compromise is present. _

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-THE ART AND SCIENCE OF GUN COLLECTING 


By CHARLES EDWARD CHAPEL 


Men and boys collect old guns because 
firearms are the symbols of the battles 
our ancestors fought to make and 
preserve for us a nation of free men. 
The ancient weapons also remind us 
of the days when our forefathers de- 
pended upon lead and gunpowder to 
feed their families and drive off hostile 
invaders. Furthermore, there is the 
pride of possession that a gun collector 
feels when he exhibits his arms, but 
most important of all is the fact that 
we collect guns because it is fun! 

Collecting old guns is an art and a 
science as well as a hobby. We should 
collect according to a plan. The hap- 
hazard accumulation of miscellaneous 
firearms is a junk heap and not a 
collection. There are many specialized 
fields of collecting, but anyone can make 
an early choice of his specialty. Most 
collectors in the United States prefer 
American-made arms, Canadians prefer 
Canadian and English arms, although 
those who live in the Province of 
Quebec are proud of French weapons. 
Short arms — pistols and revolvers — 
are preferred to shoulder weapons by 
the majority of collectors because they 
are easier to display. Since the majority 
prefer hand guns, their values are 
higher and this field constitutes a safer 
source of profit for those who want to 
sell or trade. 

The collector who specializes in 
American-made hand guns narrows 
his specialty according to the ignition 
period, that is, he chooses flintlock, 
percussion (cap-and-ball), or cartridge arms. He then decides whether 
he wants U.S. martial pistols and revolvers, which were carried by 
our armed forces, or strictly civilian arms. If he likes the latter, he 
may specialize in duelling pistols. Obviously, these fall within the 
flintlock and percussion ignition periods. On the other hand, he may 
prefer weapons carried by famous outlaws, by drivers of stage-coaches, 
steamboat captains, etc. 

Another field of specialization is the make of gun. For example, 
the collector may prefer Colt revolvers. If he wants the very earliest 
Colt percussion revolvers, he has to buy those made at Paterson, 
New Jersey and is compelled to pay prices varying from $500 to 
$2,000, depending upon condition, type, etc. Fortunately, he may 
buy many of the Colts of the later percussion period at prices ranging 
from $20 to $50. Since age alone has little to do with value, some of 
the Colt cartridge revolvers cost more than many of the percussion 
models, but desirable Colt cartridge revolvers are often picked up 
for a song in pawnshops and at auctions. 

The specialist in American shoulder arms may specialize in U.S. 
martial muskets, rifles, musketoons and carbines; he may prefer 
revolving rifles made by Colt and others; he may like the Confederate 
martial arms the best; or he may choose the Kentucky Rifle, that 
grand old weapon that did so much to win for us a republican form of 
government and to force back the frontier. 

Freaks and oddities afford an interesting field of specialization. 
This classification includes burglar alarm guns, Apache pistols (used 
by the bums of Paris), bludgeon or club pistols, bootleg pistols (carried 
in the boot), cane guns, cutlass pistols, dagger pistols, knuckle-duster 
pistols, palm pistols (concealed within the hand), ladies’ or muff 
pistols, pencil or fountain pen pistols, or signal (flare or Very) 
pistols. In addition to these, there are tinder lighters, powder- 
testing devices and other firearms which were non-lethal in 
purpose. . 

Second only to American-made arms are those made by the 
British. The French arms come third in popularity and the German 
weapons third. Actually, when we say German, we include Austrian, 
Swiss and other Central-European makes. Fourth in popularity 
are the Italian arms, but the best of these were made before the 
percussion period. 

Some collectors like to exhibit arms which represent the develop- 
ment of methods for firing the gun and hitting the target. They 
start with the crude hand cannon, which are very rare and seldom 
genuine; go on to the matchlock period; progress into the wheel 
lock phase; continue through snaphances and miquelet locks; 
and thus arrive at the flintlock period. In the same type of 
collection are found arms which illustrate the introduction of 
rifling, breech-loading and other improvements which we take for 
granted today. ie ‘ 

Collecting cartridges is a highly specialized hobby. A few years 
ago it was possible to build a large and representative collection 
for only a few dollars, but today the demand for obsolete cartridges, 

coupled with their comparative scarcity, has raised their prices to 
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a plane where they are beyond the 
reach of the average collector unless 
he is content to exhibit only the 
more common specimens. 

When the author of this treatise 
started collecting guns as a_ small 
boy, there were very few books which 
were helpful to collectors. The adults 
who collected arms surrounded their 
activities with an air of mystery to 
discourage competition. Through the 
years, he made mistakes in buying 
and selling guns, visited private collec- 
tions, went through the museums of 
Europe and America, and finally 
wrote GUN COLLECTING. This book 
was written for men, but in words 
that a twelve-year old boy can under- 
stand. It offers information on the 
art and science of collecting guns 
for the expert as well as the beginner. 
It gives a general historical outline 
of gun development, describes the 
various specialties, explains identifica- 
tion, discusses values, tells how to 
make a profit from guns and gives 
directions for care and cleaning. 

Gun Collecting was written as a 
labor of love with little thought of 
profit, but more copies of this book 
have been sold than of any other 
book on firearms in the English 
language, not including military 
manuals. Today, it is presented in 
a revised edition for the new generations 
of gun lovers. 

When Gun Collecting first’ appeared, 
thousands of men and boys wrote 
to the author, describing their ancestral arms and asking what 
they were worth in dollars and cents. With the help of the outstanding 
collectors and dealers of America, the author wrote The Gun Collector's 
Handbook of Values. The first edition was published in 1940 and 
sold out within a few months. In 1947, an enlarged and revised 
edition was published. The new edition describes in great detail more 
than 3,000 firearms, mostly American, and gives their values in good 
and fine condition. If small variations are counted, about 8,000 arms 
are represented. This, like the earlier edition, was prepared with the 
help of the leading specialists in gun collecting so that it would 
represent the actual values prevailing in the retail market. 

In determining gun values, condition is extremely important. The 
word ‘‘Fine’’ means that at least 50% of the original factory finish is 
present; the markings must be distinct; all parts must be original; and 
the gun should be in perfect working order. The word *‘Good”’ means 
that little or no original factory finish is present; the markings are absent 
or indistinct; the barrel may be rusted or pitted slightly; the stock may 
be scratched, bruised or cracked, but it must be sound and complete. 
The gun may show wear but not abuse. It must be in good working 
order. In all cases, the amount of rust or pitting and the amount of 
original finish should be stated and considered in determining value. 

“Fine’’ and ‘‘Good’’ are the usual terms used by gun collectors and 
dealers. From the above descriptions it is obvious that any particular 
gun may be better than ‘‘Fine’’ or worse than ‘‘Good.’’ Values are 
adjusted accordingly. 

Gun dealers seldom pay more than 50% of the retail price of a gun 
because they must cover their overhead and make a profit to stay 
in business. Collectors may make profits by buying wisely and selling 
to one another. If they buy low enough, they can sell to dealers at 
a profit. 

A gun should be in good condition when offered for sale but this 
does not mean that the seller is justified in replacing old parts with 
modern parts unless he discloses the extent of the alteration or repair. 
New collectors are especially warned that old guns may be faked the 
same as other antiques. Inexperienced collectors can safeguard them- 
selves by trading only with reliable dealers and by seeking the advice 
of specialists. 

In response to requests from both shooters and collectors, the author 
wrote Gun Care and Repair — A Manual of Gunsmithing. This book 
was written for men and boys who have very few tools, no experience 
and ordinary mechanical ability. It was intended primarily for begin- 
ners, but many of the full-time gunsmiths got their start by applying 
the methods it describes. Guns are fun to collect, there is profit in 
them and they are easy to repair if a man takes one step at a time. 
Finally, you must remember that, in spite of the atom bomb and air- 
planes, the rifle and the pistol remain as the principal tools for the 
preservation of our American civilization. ;

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N order that the shooter may thoroughly comprehend, choose, 
and enjoy his hobby, it is necessary that he have at least 
an elementary knowledge of ballistics. 

Ballistics is a term used to describe the movement and 
property of the bullet from the time it leaves the shell case 
until it reaches its destinaticn. Ballistics are divided into two 
groups, internal and 
external. Internal bal- 
listics have to do with 
the bullet while still 
in the barrel; external 
ballistics have to do 
with the bullet after 
leaving the muzzle of ; : f ro 
the gun. The blow of the firing pin upon the primer ignites the 
priming mixture much in the manner that an_ordinary match 
ignites when the tip is struck or scratched. The flash of the 
primer in turn ignites the powder which is instantaneously con- 
verted into gas, causing very high pressure in all directions. 
The base of the bullet, being the only surface offering little 
resistance, gets the full benefit of the gas pressure and is forced 
out of the shell case into the bore of the gun and driven at 
high speed out of the muzzle. The more progressive or slow 
burning the powder, the less jarringly the conversion from powder 
to gas takes place, and the more gradual and further from the 
chamber is the point of maximum pressure, The pressure exerted 
by the gas is expressed in atmospheres, or more commonly in 
pounds per square inch. Normal 

ressure in the 30/06 barrel is, 

or example, 45,000 pounds (15 
tons) per square inch, and _ the 
Springfield Armory proof load 
for testing of the rifle is 68,000 
pounds. 

For different types of firearms 
different powders are necessary, 
for example, a powder suitable 
for a long barrel may be quite unsuited for use in a short barrel, 
as a portion of the powder would not be burned until after the 
bullet had left the muzzle, thereby causing great loss in velocity 
and energy. Consequently the shorter the barrel, the greater 
ae muzzle pressure, the louder the report, and usually the muzzle 

ast. 

When the bullet enters the barrel, it engages 
the rifling and is forced into rotation. Without 
this rotation, any cylindrical bullet would tumble 
and have no accuracy upon leaving the muzzle. 

The rate of twist is usually expressed in the 
number of inches required for any 
single land or groove to make a com- 
plete turn. The U.S. Springfield, for 
example, has a 10-inch twist. The 
depth of the grooves and the rate of 
twist varies with the type of bullet 
and the velocity. In general, barrels 
for lead or light copper jacketed bullets 
have deeper grooves than for those with hard 
cupro nickel jackets such as used in all high 
velocity cartridges. In general also the 
faster the twist the faster the cartridge. 

A minimum barrel, extra wide grooves, im- 
proper shape of the conical shoulder greatly 
increases the pressure, concentrate it near 
the chamber and cause disturbances in the 
barrel affecting the accuracy of the shot.

to provide against a drop short of the target. Point blank 
range is that range at which the bullet travels practically flat 
and before any perceptible arop due to air resistance or gravi- 
tation has taken place and coincides with the line from muzzle 
to_target. a 

High velocity cartridges are those where the velocity is such 
that the height of the trajectory over a line drawn from muzzle 
to target is very low. High velocity increases accuracy and 
makes the altering of the rear sight for small differences in 
range unnecessary. It follows that the higher the velocity, the 
greater the point blank range. : 

At the moment of leaving the muzzle, the base of the bullet is 
subjected to an uneven push 
from the gas escaping directly 
behind it, and because the bullet 
is no longer guided by the 
barrel. This is detrimental to 
its balance and causes the base 
of the bullet to pendulate or 
“yaw.” The degree of swing 
from the perpendicular is re- 
ferred to as the “angle of yaw,” 
and it is for this reason that a high velocity cartridge cutting 
a target at close range will keyhole, and its penetration be less 
than at a greater distance, because a well constructed bullet will 
rapidly lose its yaw and settle to a regular flight. The amount 
of yaw is directly influenced by the length of the bearing surface 
of the bullet against the barrel. The shorter this surface, the 
greater the angle of yaw. For this reason a. 
long round nose bullet has more penetration 
at short range than a boat tail shar 
pointed or Spitzer type. In general a ful 
jacketed bullet has double the penetration 
of one of similar shape with soft nose. 

The muzzle report is caused by escaping 
gas striking the air. The bullet report is 
caused by the piling up of air in front of 
the bullet. At a distance, only the bullet 
report is heard, behind the gun the sound 
heard is a combination of both. 

The muzzle flash is the dark reddish flash in 
front of the muzzle caused by powder not com- 
pletely consumed in the barrel. A peculiar 
phenomenon familiar to all shooters, is the 
brilliant bluish ball of fire, usually known 
as the muzzle blast. When the highly heated 
gases strike the air they combine with it to 
ereate an explosive mixture which in turn 
explodes, intensifying the muzzle and bullet 
reports, all of whieh are heard as one by 
the shooter. a 
_ The amount of muzzle flash and blast var- 
ies according to bullet, powder, and barrel 
length.

DEVELOPMENT OF THE SPRINGFIELD SERVICE RIFLE 


The Springfield Arsenal was opened shortly prior to 1799, 
when the first American army musket was built there. It was 
a copy of the French Charlesville rifle, caliber .69, shooting a 
one ounce ball with a muzzle velocity of 900 foot seconds. With 
a few changes, all arms built at Springfield were .69 caliber, 
until 1842 when the first rifling was introduced and a spherical 
bullet used. The caliber was next reduced to .58, doubling the 
gp ecuye rence from 250 to 500 yards. 

n , the first .50 caliber metal cartridge was empl 
but lasted only until 1873 when it was reduced to .45 ee 
This rifle stayed until 1893, when the Krag was introduced in 
the successive models of 1892, 1894, and 1898. The Krag, in turn 
was discontinued in 1905, when the present day model of 1903 
built on the pattern of the Mauser Model 1898, of which it is 
partly a copy and partly a modification, was adopted. 

In 1905, attention was given the Mauser Spitzer bullet, which 
was adopted in 1906, and one thread was removed from the 
barrel, reducing the original length from 24 to 23.79 inches. The 


Spitzer type 1906 cartridge has double the accuracy and about 
30 per cent greater velocity, energy, and range than the original 
1903 cartridge. 

Since 1906 the development has not been in the mechanical 
features of the rifle, but in the quality of materials used and 
the ammunition. For this reason the purchaser of a Springfield 
rifle should see to it that his rifle, if made at Springfield, has 
a serial number over 800,000; at Rock Island, over 285,507. 

_ We call attention to this because all actions under the respec- 
tive numbers mentioned are destroyed and replaced when re- 
turned to Springfield. On the latest actions nickel and chrome 
vanadium steels are used, together with new processes of heat 
treatment which assure the greatest degree of safety to the 
shooter; such rifles are numbered from 1,275,767. 

_ The present trend in army rifles is the automatic type, and the 
time is close at hand when all armies will be so equipped. Such 
rifles have already been produced at Springfield, chambered for 
the 30/06 cartridge and experimentally issued to troops.

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SKEET SHOOTING

Skeet shooting is a form of wing shooting that utilizes 
an inanimate clay target as thrown from a mechanical 
“trap” (throwing device). 

Due to lack of space we can provide only a brief outline 
of the sport here, however, further information may be 
obtained by writing the National Skeet Shooting Assoc., 
3409 Oak Lawn Ave., Suite 208, Dallas 19, Texas. 

SKEET FIELD, as it appears in the diagram above, 
consists of two trap houses (one high and one low house) 
located 120’9” apart. A segment of a 21 yard-radius circle, 
the base of which comprises a straight line between the 

trap houses, is made up of eight shooting stations. 

Targets from the high house, at the left of the base line 
emerge at a point 10 feet above ground level and are 
directed to fly over the “target crossing point” which is 
marked by a stake 18 feet directly in front of position 8. 

Targets from the low house emerge at a point 31 feet 
above ground level and are also aimed to fly over the 
target crossing point. 

A skeet squad is normally composed of five shooters, 
and one full round consists of twenty five shots, the object 
being to score the greatest number of “dead” targets. The 
_ round is comprised of one single target from each trap 
house taken at each of the eight stations. In addition, while 

at stations 1, 2, 6 and 7, one set of doubles (one target 
'from each trap house fired simultaneously) must be shot. 
This accounts for 24 targets. The 25th is made up by 
repeating the first missed target from whatever station the 
shooter happens to occupy at the same time. In the event a 
shooter breaks all 24 targets he is given his choice of sta- 
tions for the 25th shot. 

Skeet Gun: Most shooters prefer a single barrel sighting 
surface and for this reason select an over-and-under, slide- 
action, or automatic type shotgun. The barrel is usually 
twenty-six inches long and bored “skeet” choke. 

Details of the stock, forearm, etc., depend to a large 
extent on the individual’s preferences. The average skeet 
gun however, has 25” drop at heel and 154” drop at comb, 
a full beavertail forearm and a ventilated or solid ribbed 
barrel to aid in sighting. 

SKEET AMMO & TARGETS: The same clay target 1s 
used for both trap and skeet and regulations state that it 
must measure no more than 4 5/16-inches in diameter nor 
more than 11% inches in height. 

In registered shoots only shells of commercial manu- 
facture clearly labeled and guaranteed as to shot size and 
load are permitted. 

The skeet shell (for 12 gauge) consists of a 3-dram 
powder equivalent and 14 ounces of number #9 shot.

Trap shooting differs from skeet in that all targets are 
thrown in a direction away from the shooter with but slight 
variation in flight angle. As indicated in the diagram above, 
the most desireable flight-line falls within a 44-degree 
radius from the center line. However, any target within 
the 94-degree markers is considered legitimate. 

The secondary difference between trap and skeet is that, 
in trapshooting, it is possible to handicap the better shooters 
by positioning them further from the trap. Thus, shooting 
stations range at one-yard intervals from sixteen to twenty- 
five yards. Naturally, as the range increases the shooting 
becomes more difficult; a gunner on the 25-yard line must 
contend with thinner shot patterns and longer leads. 

The regulation trap field uses one trap house and 
mechanical trap. Targets are thrown at varied angles away 
from five shooting stations that are located 16 yards behind 
the trap. Shooting posts are three yards apart. 

The average target flies from 48 to 52 yards and rises 
to a height of from 6 to 12 feet at a point roughly 30 feet 
from the trap. 

The trap squad generally consists of five shooters with 
each man alloted five targets from each of the five stations 
for a total of twenty-five shots. After the designated 
shooter has assumed his position, and is ready to fire, he 
calls “pull,” the target official operating the “pull-stand” 
thereupon releases the target. 

Handicap trapshooting, as outlined earlier is based on 
past performances with high average shooters firing at 
ranges of from twenty-one to twenty-five yards while low- 
average shooters use the sixteen to twenty yard stations. 

Doubles shooting: Occasionally doubles events are held 
in trapshooting where two targets are thrown from the trap 
simultaneously. The target angles are fairly consistent, one 
target flying to the right while the other flies to the left. 
This is a very lively form of wing shooting, requiring some 
fast and sure gun handling. 

The Trap Gun: Since individual preferences have a great 
deal to do with the selection of a trap gun we will offer 
only general specifications. 

The trap gun is usually a 12 gauge model with a single 
30-inch barrel bored full choke. It weighs from 734 to 8 
Ibs. and is equipped with a large hand-filling forend and a 
straight-comb stock. Many shooters prefer a ribbed barrel, 
either ventilated or solid, for an improved sighting surface. 

All trap shooting is done with standard trap-load shells 
consisting of a 3-dram equivalent of powder and 14% 
ounces of number 71/2 shot.
